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BUILDING SOCIETIES AND CONTEMPORARY AFFAIRS 


A MONG the many matters of interest discussed by Sir Harold Bellman in 
the course of his recent address to the RICS (some extracts from it are 
given on page 415) were the reconditioning of old domestic property, the 
redevelopment of the decayed inner areas of cities, contemporary design and 
construction and the part that the building societies could play in these matters. 
As new housebuilding tends to diminish, the building societies, as Sir Harold 
suggested, could make a most helpful use of their funds by financing recondi- 
tioning and redevelopment. It would be an excellent thing if, in particular, 
private enterprise could take a due share of the work of redevelopment by 
erecting houses for sale to owner-occupiers with building society assistance 
instead of leaving it largely to the local authorities. It should be possible to 
work out schemes satisfactory to all parties. 

We wish that Sir Harold had taken up a more courageous attitude on the 
question of contemporary design and construction. That the public are now 
well disposed towards contemporary design is shown by the alacrity with 
which they accept it in the fori of furniture, refrigerators, washing machines, 
radio and television sets, etc. Is there any reason why they should object to 
it in their houses? It is no longer reasonable to regard it as ‘a freakish pro- 
duct of a frenzied moment,’ involving serious risk to the building societies. 
The risk, if there be one at all, is in supporting old and often low conventional 
standards which are losing their popularity. 

In a recent statement on the question of contemporary design Mr. Alexander 
Meikle (Chairman of the Council of the Building Societies’ Association) has 
said that the societies ‘ are always more likely to march with the public taste 
in home design than to attempt to lead it.’ Then surely there is good cause to 
start marching! 


*THE PLAY’S THE THING...’ 


LITTLE while ago we put forward a piea for the * Latterday Hamlets’ of 

the building world. We have just seen the film ‘ The Horse’s Mouth ’ 
and whilst it is not our réle to offer film reviews to our readers, we believe that 
this particular film does merit attention in that it portrays the character and 
life of an artist. It does this with power, humour and consummate artistry, and 
all at a high level of attainment. 
The film, as readers will know, is taken from Joyce Cary’s novel of the same 
title. The book-of-the-film or film-of-the-book post-mortem has been carried 
out in more erudite circles than ours. Being in the happy position of not having 
read the book we were able to see the film purely as a piece of cinema, and 
as a piece of cinema we are of the firm persuasion that this is a Very Good 
Film. It is also high entertainment. Gully Jimson, the brilliant but down- 
and-out artist inspiredly played by Alec Guinness, lives a piece of his life 
under the eye of the cinema audience. Even the dullest and callowest member 
of that audience could not have left the cinema without having experienced 
at least a momentary glimpse into the inner life and vision of an artist—and 
without, indeed, having seen on the screen the paintings of a very real artist 
into the bargain. (Gully Jimson’s paintings as shown on the screen are works 
of some distinction by John Bratby.) 

With the Lutyens evening at the Architectural Association fresh in mind and 
Mr. Spence’s words in his Address to Students still ringing in our ears, one 
member of the audience at least would gladly join a deputation to our newest 
actor-knight to invite him to consider the part of Sir Edwin. What a feast 
of story, character and achievement for the film-makers—and perhaps Corb 
to do the paintings! A Lutyens/Guinness combination ought to go a long 
way towards relieving the tedium of the task of ‘ educating the public ’—to 
say nothing of accelerating the pace ! 
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Notes of the Week 


Sussex University College 


ETAILS were given in London last 

week of the University College for 
Sussex proposed to be built outside 
Brighton. The sum of £1,500,000 has 
been allotted for capital expenditure up 
to 1963, and this will enable teaching 
blocks, library administration buildings, 
and social facilities to be provided, but 
does not allow for halls of residence; for 
the first stage of the University College's 
life, it seems that students will mainly live 
in Brighton, though halls of residence will 
be built as soon as financial conditions 
allow. The first vice-Chancellor will be 
Mr. J. S. Fulton, a former vice-Chancellor 
of the University of Wales. 


* * . 


THERE HAS BEEN some slight confusion 
as to which architect will design the new 
University. Mr. Basil Spence’s name was 
given last week as being responsible for 
the master plan only of the buildings, the 
site for which is about four miles out of 
Brighton on the Lewes road. Mr. W. G. 
Stone, secretary of the provisional 
council for the University College and 
director of education for Brighton 
County Borough, tells us, however, that 
Press reports have given a misleading im 
pression: the situation is that the 
provisional council has taken its task one 
step at a time, and that the first move 
has been to invite Mr. Spence to do the 
layout. Any suggestion that his connec- 
tion with the University College ends 
there does not arise, for the provisional 
council has not yet discussed the design 
of individual buildings, though it will 
shortly meet to do so. 





The council, we hope, will take the step 
of appointing Mr. Spence as architect for 
the whole scheme. The example of others 
of the newer foundations where a multi- 
plicity of architects has had a hand in 
designing individual buildings is not such 
as to lend encouragement to a perpetua- 
tion of the process. 


Irish Church Art 


THE DISPLAY Of Irish religious goods 
and ecclesiastical art, at the Irish Exports 
Centre, Regent-street, comes as a pleasant 
surprise, considering those little shops 
round Westminster—and, for that matter, 
St. Antony of Padua, writes Basil Mar 
riott. The organisers’ claim that it is * not 
an art exhibition, but sets a reasonably 
high standard and includes some works 
of artistic merit” is justified. 

As a professing if not dyed-in-the-woad 
Celt, I am always hoping that Celtic 
nationalism will show itself in less pro 
vocative forms. Detesting politics of any 
colour, I don’t see much wrong with ihe 
arts as an outlet, but Druids in night- 
shirts and export-only Highland haber 
dashery seem pretty debased currency 
Ireland alone seems to have kept the 
Celtic thread alive and spinning, and 
neither insularity nor assimilation has 
obscured the elegance of the weave 
judged, for instance, by her recent 
entrance into the field of fashion. 

In that under review, however, a good 
patron is evidently the Roman Catholic 
Church. Though this is thorny ground 
for a Protestant, the catalogue’s quotation 
of Pope John’s shrewd recent dictum 
‘New forms of = art...should be 
encouraged, because people are growing 
accustomed ...and beginning to appre- 


ciate them’ might well be pondered else 
where. 


MONTREAL BUILDING 
PROJECT.—A model show- 
ing the three buildings that 
will comprise one of the 
largest developments of its 
kind ever undertaken in 
Canada—the $45m. Windsor 
Plaza in Montreal.

ing project by Michael Scott, FRAIA. 


Building Research Congress

tory lecture by L. M. Giertz, architect,

EFORE the close of the 18th cen- 
tury, the patrons of architecture in 
Britain were members of a long-estab- 
lished aristocracy. Their faults were 
many but they were cultured amateurs of 
fine building whose power was only 
broken by the French Revolution and the 
Napoleonic Wars. Their place was taken 
by the merchant members of a new, harsh 
democracy who erected large numbers of 
churches—and lunatic asylums—probably 
because their enormous, collective, sub- 
conscious guilt needed a_ buttress—a 
projection which could ensure the bene- 
factors an entry into a heaven tradition- 
ally barred to the extremely wealthy, and 
at the same time pursuade the poor it was 
God’s will that they should suffer their 
unhappy station. All would come right 
in the next world where they would share 
a place with the only moderately rich. 
After the passing of the Municipal 
Corporations Act of 1835 they erected 


numerous Town Halls 
their own importance. 

The architectural competition, a system 
designed to effect high pressure concen- 
tration and a multiplicity of imaginative 
solutions to a carefully stated problem, 
was perverted instead to produce a pool 
of ideas for the building committees’ 
established favourites. 

The architects realised what was hap- 
pening but seemed powerless to prevent 
their own exploitation. As early as 1812 
serious complaints were made at high 
level. Sir George Onesiphorous Paul 
protested to Perceval the Prime Minister 
against ‘the iniquity of appointing an 
architect for a penitentiary and then 
holding a competition to obtain from the 
competitors the best possible points for 
his scheme’ 

The Prime Minister did not think it 
was in the public interest to intervene. 

In this age of power not even those 


monuments to 
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committees which acted in good faith 
were prepared to delegate authority on 
questions of taste to a fee-earning artist 

The competition system became a 
mania which grew instead of subsiding 
as the years passed so that by 1857, the 
depression year of the Indian Mutiny, no 
fewer than 49 architects submitted draw 
ings for a drinking fountain to cost £25 
at Bath, and for which two premiums 
were offered—a guinea and half a guinea. 

The technical Press was far from silent 
concerning the sorry state of affairs. Ran 
one editorial: ‘Architecture is the only 
profession in which men are expected to 
give the results of their study, observa- 
tion and experience without even a pros 
pect of remuneration.” 

Although the arrival of the Renais- 
sance in England might seem to be a 
natural starting point for the competition 
system, the indigenous system of patron- 
age and the immense prestige of Wren 
prevented it. Not even the Church Act 
of 1711, imposing a duty on coal to pay 
for the erection of 50 churches, provided 
the chance, for most of the work before 
the Act’s repeal went to Wren’s nominees. 

But with the passing of the giants we 
come to the first competition of note in 
England—and the story of disappoint- 


ment, frustration and heart-break begins 
In 1735, five architects were invited to 
designs

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House and after considerable string- 
pulling, Dance the Elder, the City Sur- 
veyor, was chosen. 

1737 saw the competition for 
Westminster Bridge, and the Earl of 
Pembroke exerting sufficient pressure to 
ensure acceptance of the Swiss Labelye’s 
wooden bridge. 

Blackfriars Bridge followed in 1759 
and even Dr. Johnson joined the aesthetic 
argument and wrote several letters to the 
Daily Gazeteer in favour of the semi- 
circle, but Mylne’s elliptical design was 
chosen. 

Ten years later Thomas Cooley won 
the Royal Exchange competition in 
Dublin; Gandon was successful for Not- 
tingham County Hall and prison and 
Harrison won Chester Castle in 1788. 

But despite these and other similar 
examples the 18th Century Competition 
was an isolated affair. 


The RIBA Formed 


No real attempt was made to provide 
a protecting Society of Architects until 
1834. True, in 1791, Wyatt, Holland, 
Dance and Cockerell had formed the 
esoteric Architects’ Club, but it was no 
more than an outpost of the Royal 
Academy, and suffered an early death. 
The more democratic Surveyors’ Club, 
and the London Architectural Society 
were little more than sketch clubs. 

The Institute of British Architects was 
formed to ‘ uphold the character and im- 
prove the attainment of architects, for 
very severe reflections had been cast upon 
the architects of the time.’ 

Iwo years later, Barry won the first 
great competition—the Palace of West- 
minster, and the cat was truly among the 
pigeons. Architects attacked the scheme 
in the national Press; competitors pub- 
lished their drawings together with 
virulent pamphlets advancing their claims. 

The events of the Royal Exchange 
Competition in 1839 are scarcely credible. 
The assessors (Sir R. Smirke, Gwilt and 
Hardwicke) announced that Donaldson’s 
design was best, but could not be built 
for the money—although contractors 
offered to undertake the work under 
guarantees. My researches suggest that 
Hardwicke (architect to Bethlehem) was 
responsible for Donaldson's disqualifica- 
tion. Grellier’s design was premiated but 
declared unbuildable. 

Then the assessors accepted Cockerell’s 
design, relented and decided upon a 
limited competition with Tite, agreeing 
to accept a model from Cockerell. Tite 
objected and Cockerell was disqualified! 


First Competitions Committee 


The first RIBA committee on com- 
petitions had been held in 1838—and one 
can discern the erudite hand of Donald- 
son in the drafting of its report. It carried 
one surprising recommendation—that 
designs should be exhibited before judg- 
ing took place. This was adopted and 
the Press was quite unrestrained in its 
criticisms. Thus for the Royal Botanical 
Gardens at Regents Park: 

No. 2. This design if it may be so 
called. ... 

No. 20. It must have puzzled Mr. Chef- 
feries to produce anything so bad 


No, 21. The climax of all that is rich 
in the ludicrous. 

A frank correspondent to the Surveyor, 
Engineer and Architect, in July 1841, 
pointed out that if the system had been 
adopted for the Taylor and Randolph 
competition at Oxford, ‘Mr. Cockerell 
would never have been allowed the 
opportunity of displaying the same archi- 
tectural eccentricity he had previously 
shown in the British Fire Office in the 
Strand.” 

‘No Chance for Merit’ 

Few architects stood a real chance. of 
winning a competition on merit. For the 
Licensed Victuallers’ School ‘ The designs 
of the company’s own surveyor excelled 
those of the 70 competitors—heartening 
to those who appointed him, but unfor- 
tunate that the directors could not appre- 
ciate such talent without putting so many 
persons to considerable expense in order 
to prove his superior abilities... . 

Again, at Reading, ‘The committee 
after seeking the best talent in the whole 
country found a brilliant designer under 
their very noses in the person of the very 
young son of one of their own directors.’ 

Architects cried out for professional 
tribunals to judge competitions. They 
were ignored. Yet not all architects were 
prepared to submit to unjust treatment. 
When Thomas Henry Wyatt (who was to 
become PRIBA between 1870 and 1873) 
found that he had been awarded the pre- 
mium but not the job he returned the 
cheque—after considerable correspon- 
dence. Lesser men were prepared to 
accept such impositions in the hard 
struggle for fame. 

What happened when a young man was 
successful? 

In the case of Elmes, despite his tender 
years and some considerable opposition 
he was entrusted with the work 
Cuthbert Broderick, who won 
Town Hall at the age of 20. 

But when in 1841 an unknown defeated 
Wild and Vulliamy, Gutch (an assessor) 
and Goldicutt (Assistant Secretary, RIBA) 
were appointed instead—and accepted the 
appointment.

Instances of Injustice 


The contemporary Press is full of 
instances of injustice. In June, 1845, 
after the bitterness of the Carlton Club 
competition, The Builder asked pointedly 
whether certain rules of conduct could 
not be laid down * by which competitors 
should be guided—a code of honour 
formed which should be binding on pro- 
fessional men and gentlemen, so that fair 
and honourable contests should take 
the place of gladiatorial contests.’ 

With the competitions for the London 
Fever Hospital and Kings College Hospi- 
tal in 1851, we find William Hosking 
(Professor of Architecture at Kings Col- 
lege) producing a clear document for the 
guidance and protection of competitors, 
probably the turning point in our sad 
history. At the same time, the Architec- 
tural Association was performing yeoman 
service, and preparing a code of practice 
accepted immediately by at least one 
allied body—the Bristol Society. 


In February, 1856, Sir J. A. Picton 
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initiated the esquisse system of a two-stage 
competition for a library at Liverpool 
a system adopted 98 years later by the 
RIBA. 

1857, the year of the Indian Mutiny, 
saw the fantastic fiasco of the Foreign 
Office competition—to which Tite, MP, 
lent a grimy hand, and Scott bought some 
good books on ‘the Italian style” to 
please Palmerston. 

Shortly afterwards, George Morgan 
drew the Institute's attention to the appall- 
ing conditions governing competitions 
and blamed the inherent lack of com- 
munication between employing promotors 
and architect competitors. It is an oft 
repeated allegation and one which I shall 
answer in the suggestions to be put for- 
ward in my next article, for the improve- 
ment of competitions. 

In 1867 Manchester Town Hall com- 
petition produced a curious result. Asses- 
sors Donaldson and Street split the entries 
into two categories with separate places 
for ‘plans’ and ‘architecture.” Water- 
house, placed first for plans, and fourth 
for architecture was declared the winner 

the first stressing of the modern con- 
ception of the essential importance of the 


plan. 


‘Friends at Court’ 


In 1871 Capt. Fowke, RE, 
built the Albert Hall, beat 
fessor of Architecture at KCL) for the 
Kensington Science Museum. Sixteen 
years later Kerr confided to the RIBA 
‘It's no good going into a competition 
unless you're sure to win. Yes, and 
the only way to win is perfectly well 
known. The man who knows how to win 
a competition does win, and the man who 
doesn’t know, doesn’t win. He must, in 
the first case, produce the best informa- 
tion—you know what I mean... 
must have a friend at Court.’ 

This was indeed a subtle gibe, for 
Prince Albert preferred the Royal Engi- 
neers and builders to architects. 

The Law Courts Competition—said to 
have sounded the knell of Gothic for 
public buildings—produced a ludicrous 
muddle with an unwieldy panel of asses- 
sors, only three of whom were architects 

In 1881 Cole Adams and Street pre- 
sented to the RIBA a memorial signed by 
1,300 architects who promised not to take 
part in competitions unless a professional 
adjudicator of established repute was 
appointed. There was still much improve- 
ment to be made—but the battle 
justice had at last been won.

Competitions Less Attractive 


Today, with high taxation, we have 
less time for our own purposes, and the 


competition has perhaps become less 
attractive. The decision of the RIBA in 
1954 to reduce labour by using the two- 
Stage esquisse system has only once been 
taken to its logical conclusion—in the 
current RIBA Small House Competition 
with non-returnable dyeline prints. 
Assessors still ask for too much detail in 
the first stage. 

But a new menace has also arisen, 
known as ‘competition by tender’, en- 
couraged by official bodies and handed 
to official architects to administer. 
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Developers are invited to send thei 
architects to see a council or corporation 
representative. The latter advises the 
architects what is likety to be approved. 
The developers then submit a ground rent 
offer and the highest figure is accepted. 
Never were Professor Kerr’s words truer 
‘One cannot win a competition without 
information—you know what I mean.’ 

We are now faced with competitions 
which are not competitions. Nobody is 
bound by any rules or regulations—there 
are no instructions—no * best solution.’ 

It is customary for architects to do this

governing the promotion and con- 

duct of architectural competitions are the 
following: 

1. The names of the assessors shall 
be approved by the President. 

2. In a limited competition, each 
competitor shall receive a specified sum 
for the preparation of his design. 

3. The Council or the President may 
sanction an exception to the regulations 
where, in their or his view, the interests 
of the client and the best interests of 
the profession clearly justify this 
course. 

In the Churchill College competition both 
the first and second regulations quoted 
appear to have been significantly modified. 
The profession can therefore expect from 
the Council. or, if they were not consulted, 
from the President, an unequivocal state- 
ment of the reasons why these modifications 
were clearly justified in the interests of the 
promoter and the best interests of the pro 
fessron..

‘Pricing the Bill’ 
To the Editor of The Builder 

IR,— Experto Crede’s’ letter (The 

Builder, January 30) is very interesting 
as it strikes at the heart of the principles 
of adjustment of prices for variations 
measured in accordance with clause 9 of 
the RIBA Contract. 

Your correspondent’s argument is, in my 
view, very sound, but how would it be 
received in practice? I would suggest in one 
of the following ways 

(i) The average assistant in the profession 
would put it out of court—the item for 
planking and strutting in the bill of auanti 
ties has not been priced, therefore the same 
item occurring in the measured 
should obviously not be priced 

(ii) The more serious-thinking assistant 
would perhaps reason that (there being no 
depth stated in the bill, apart from the 
general description of ‘not exceeding § ft 
0 in. deep’) in all probability, should the 
trench depth shown on the contract draw- 
ings have been exactly 5 ft. 0 in., the esti

In any how did he know in the first 
place that the depth was 2 ft. 6 in.—did he 
carefully inspect the drawings in the archi 
before suomitting his tender?

(iii) Most principals in the profession 
would, I think, be more favourably disposed 
to the argument that, after all, the contrac 
tor obviously has a point If they were 
reasonably sure that the depth of 2 ft. 6 in 
was known to the estimator and it was the 
knowledge of that depth that influenced him 
in deciding not to price the item, then surely 
it is Only equitable in the changed circum 
stances (and, on the basis of the points raised 
by ‘ Experto Crede’) for the priced variation 
to reflect the additional cost. 

So it can be safely assumed that the aver 
age quantity surveyor would not accept 
the point, and this argument is sound, 
mainly, | suggest, because it rings so clearly 
of the age-old distrust between quantity sur 
veyors, in private practice and in industry, 
that the latter is ‘trying it on.’ 

It is my confirmed opinion that there is 
now far more mutual trust amongst quan 
tity surveyors than there was years ago, and 
I am convinced that, as the standard of quan

‘ drive-in’ service HE Westminster Bank is the first bank to provide 
windows British motorists with drive-in banking service. Two 
‘ drive-in’ service windows are provided in the rear of 
the building with an access road from Princes-road and 
exit into Berkley-street, appropriately sign-posted. Each 
window consists of a duplexed armour-plate glass window 
5 ft. long by 4 ft. high, enclosed in a bronze framework. 
At the centre of the base of the window is a bronze drawer, 
at the side of which are the microphone and loudspeaker 
of a two-way speaking system. 

On approaching the * drive-in’ service windows, the 
motorist’s car will pass over a traffic pad in the approach 
way (similar to those used to control traffic lights). As 
the front wheels pass over the pad, a buzzer sounds for 
approximately four seconds in the Bank and one of two 
indicator lights is illuminated in case it should be necessary 
to warn the cashier that a customer is approaching; as 
the rear wheels pass over the pad, the light is extinguished. 

Each of the two cashiers operating the * drive-in’ 
service is seated in his own special office, connected by 
internal telephone to the Manager’s room and the main 
banking office. On his desk is a microphone by means 
of which he speaks to his motorist customers and set in 
the desk, under a glass panel, is the drawer which only 
he can operate ; this is used to pass cash and cheques, 
etc., to and from the customer outside. 

The windows were designed by the bank’s own 
Architect’s office.

Features of the main banking hall 
are the latest two-level counters which 
enable cashiers to attend to their customers 
without leaving their special swivel chairs 
and the electric floor heating system which 
makes use of * off-peak ° current 


The exterior of the bank is faced with 
warm multi-brown facing bricks with 
artificial stone architraves, cornices, etc., 
in a warm cream colour. The three main 
elevations have large recessed windows 
faced with pearl grey faience tiling This 
tiling is repeated on the single-storey rear 
offices.

on the west side was reserved for future extensions 
and when the Governors of the hospital decided that 
extensions must be proceeded with the architects of the 
original hospital were commissioned to prepare a 
scheme. The site was substantially level and runs 
Clerk of Works : north to south between the existing pedestrian right of 
A. J. HUMPHREYS way on the east and Queen Charlotte’s Hospital on 

the west. This produced a long, narrow building in 
General Contractor : . Batiste allt , 4 
WILLIAM WILLETT Led. which the majority of the rooms have east or west day- 
light. The laundry and boiler house are positioned at 
the north end of the site, adjacent to the approach 
road. 

Town Planning control for this hospital area 
restricted the outlines of the building and made it 
necessary to construct an extensive basement in water- 
logged conditions in order to provide the accommo- 
dation. The clients laid particular stress that the new 
extensions be made to harmonise with the existing 
hospital, and that the new extensions be connected to 
the main hospital by means of a bridge, so that the 
specialised facilities of the existing hospital need not 
be duplicated. The ground floor could not be con- 
nected to the hospital because of the right of way. 

The basement, with its connecting tunnels, provides 
an easy access between the Nurses’ Home, and existing 
hospital, and the new boiler house, for all services and 
wheeled traffic, also adequate storage rooms for the 
existing hospital and new extensions. 

On the ground floor additional accommodation for 
the Nurses’ Training School is provided on the south 
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left : A detail of the fourth floor balcony to the nurses’ 
quarters with the upper level of the connecting bridge 
on the right

The Chapel, which 
will be used by all denominations, is two 
storeys high, and provides seating for 150 
persons on the ground floor, with space on 
the first floor balcony for bed cases. The 
physiotherapy department, which was 
situated on the ground floor as it has a 
number of out-patients, provides the 
accommodation for the normal physio- 
therapy facilities with the addition of a 
large sunken pool for hydro bath treatment 

The first floor has a suite of six consulting 
rooms at the south end of the building; the 
remainder of the floor provides a nursing 
unit of 18 beds as a children’s unit. This is 
designed for easy conversion to an adult 
unit if required. 

Second floor includes additional accom- 
modation for the pathology department at 
the south end of the new extension. The 
remainder of the floor provides a nursing 
unit of 28 additional beds. 

The third floor contains a nursing unit of 
32 beds and the fourth floor accommodates 
29 nurses’ bedrooms and ancillary rooms. 

The laundry on the ground floor, north 
end of the main extensions, has been plan- 
ned to deal with the whole of the hospital’s 
laundry. The boiler house is constructed 
around existing oil tanks and is designed to 
take the load of the existing hospital and 
the new extensions, the existing boiler 
house being used as a stand-by in case of 
emergencies. 

The building has a steel frame on normal 
concrete foundations. The water table 
(the site is near the River Thames) is 
about 3 ft. above the basement floor level. 
The retaining wall is not waterproofed and 
any seepage can run through the hollow 
blocks, on which the basement floor is laid, 
to a central channel and sump pump. 

The brick cladding is laid in monk bond 
with special * L-shaped bricks at the 
corners to avoid headers and the bricks 
match the walls of the existing hospital. 
Portland stone is used on the ground floor 
columns and for copings, etc. The bridge 
is also steel framed, clad with curtain 
walling and the same system is used on the 
glazed staircase tower. Two of the floors 
in the bridge slope to line up with those of 
the existing hospital. 

The pitched roofs are finished in copper 
over insulation boarding and | in. boards 
on timber rafters. The flat roofs are 
finished in asphalt with a variety of covers 
according to requirements. 

Internal finishes include terrazzo on the 
staircases and lino or thermoplastic tiles in 
the corridors. There is a false ceiling of 
plaster board screwed to timber battens 
which conceal all the service runs along the 
under side of the structural ceilings in the 
corridors. The hydrotherapy pool is 
finished internally in mosaic, externally 
with terrazzo, as is the floor of the pool 
room. The walls are finished with glazed 
tiles and the ceiling is covered with cork 
tiles. 

Floors in the wards are wood block and 
the eight-bed wards have oak panelled 
walls, other wards have plastered walls. 
The wards contain built-in wardrobes de- 
signed by the architect and are generally 
lit by concealed cold cathode lighting. Each 
bed position is equipped with radio, tele- 
phone, piped oxygen and a vacuum point

The individual bed lights may be dimmed. 
The corridors and other rooms are also 
equipped with vacuum points and the 
cleaners need carry only a hose when using 
the vacuum as this may be plugged in at any 
of these positions. 

in the chapel the vertical boarded side 
walls are formed by teak panels 18 ft. high 
by | ft. wide finished with bronze channels 
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on the front edge. There are 14 in. gaps 
between panels in which are fitted unit 
heaters, and concealed cold cathode lighting 
is used around the top of all the chapel 
walls. 

The wall behind the altar is constructed 
in glazed cream Dutch 2 in. bricks and the 
altar is in white terrazzo with a pick finished 
top. The cross is teak and is lit from be- 
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hind by concealed lighting. The waist-high 
rail along the side walls also contains 
concealed lighting and is finished in bronze 
and green leather. The communion rail is 
bronze with green leather kneeling pads 
The pulpit has a timber frame and is 
covered with bronze and green leather. The 
skirting is matt black plastic, the raised 
floor on which the altar stands is large 
aggregate terrazzo and the rest of the floor 
space is carpeted.

The scheme adopted provides a new fair-sized entrance 
hall placed on the axis of the board room with a new stair- 
case serving the new wing of basement, ground and two 
upper floors, and with secondary access to the existing 
wing of the building. Generally the existing damaged 
wing has been rehabilitated and replanned to suit the 
clients’ requirements and new cloak room and lavatory 
accommodation provided. The front however was stripped 
out and refaced to suit the design of the new wing 

The basement was extended and deepened to provide a 
suitable staff dining room and kitchen, and a caretaker’s 
flat was arranged on the second floor of the existing 
building. 

The new main staircase was constructed with in situ 
concrete with pale green terrazzo risers and with 2 in 
Burma teak treads ; the balustrading is simple rod and bar 
wrought iron painted white and with polished wreathed 
handrail in sapele. 

The old roof was stripped, adapted and extended and 
completely reslated with Westmorland slates. Facing 
brickwork to the front elevation was carried out in Matlock 
grey rustic facings. The original gable work was adapted 
and faced with stucco which was also used in the basement 
and ground floor up to the moulded string course.

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OBITUARY 
W. H. Ansell, CBE, PPRIBA 


M. S. B. writes: —Excellent as was the 
obituary notice in The Builder of last 
week, it inevitably failed to mention all 
of Ansell’s varied activities and achieve- 
ments, for he was so versatile and his 
genial personality so attractive that his 
professional, artistic and social contacts 
were innumerable. For example, nobody 
seems to remember that soon after 
coming to London and qualifying as 
ARIBA in 1900, he became actively con- 
cerned in municipal politics in Holborn. 


The late W. H. Ansell 


As a result of his keen and long-standing 
interest in good craftsmanship (mentioned in 
your last number), he was invited to lecture 
on carpentry and building construction at 
Carpenters’ Hall, and also to examine can- 
didates in those subjects; and in 1949 was 
admitted to the livery of the Carpenters’ 
Company. In 1940 he was elected a member 
of the Athenaeum, and soon afterwards 
became a member of its General Committee. 

In 1941, as President of the RIBA, he took 
a leading part in founding the National 
Buildings Record, at a moment when the 
need for it was urgent; and he was vice 
chairman of that organisation so recently as 
1957, when his splendid health had begun 
to fail. In 1952 an exhibition of his draw- 
ings, paintings and etchings was held at the 
RIBA, covering 55 years’ work, and one 
feature of that remarkable display was the 
fact that his artistic ability showed hardly 
any sign of flagging at 80 years of age. 
Indeed, his friends continned to receive 
annually from him, for some years after 
1952, a Christmas card reproduced from 
some delightful sketch made during his 
latest summer visit to France, It 1s impos- 
sible to imagine that he ever made an 
enemy, in spite of his honesty and his forth 
right opinions; and he will continue to be 
remembered by a host of friends for his gay 
and happy disposition, as well as for his 
notable work in so many fields. 


Eric Jarrett, ARIBA

for many years a studio master of the 
Architectural Association School of 
Architecture. He was 70. He had a con-

KNIGHTSBRIDGE 

REDEVELOPMENT SCHEME 
Chelsea Council’s Recommendations 
Big A Metropolitan Borough Coun- 

cil’s town planning and amenities com 
mittee has made a number of recommenda 
tions, which came before the Council on 
February 25, concerning the London County 
Council's revised scheme for redevelopment 
at Knightsbridge, at the junction § with 
Sloane-street and Brompton-road. The most 
novel feature of the revised scheme, the 
committee states, is the proposed 24-storey 
residential building, rising to a maximum 
height of 320 ft. 

The committee recommend that the Lon 
don County Council be informed that the 
Borough Council sees no objection, in prin 
ciple, to the proposals for the comprehen 
sive development of the Knightsbridge, 
Sloane-street and Brompton-road intersec 
tion, subject to the following reservations : 

(a) The Borough Council is not entirely 
satisfied that the traffic handling capacity of 
the circulatory system will be sufficient, 
having regard to the constantly increasing 
volume of traffic; 

(b) the Borough Council is not satisfied 
with the proposed method of joining Basil 
street to Pavilion-road and is of opinion that

additional turning space should be provided 
even if this entails enlarging the area of 
comprehensive development 

(c) the pedestrian arcades linking Basil 
street and Pavilion-road with Sloane-street 
and Brompton-road should be made perma 
nent thoroughfares; 

(d) ramped accesses to all subways should 
be provided and 
communicating, 
shopping 
tunnels;

(e) all street lighting should be of a stan 
dard pattern and under the control of one 
of the three local authorities concerned; 

(f) the scheme should be re-examined to 
endeavour to provide the tower block with 
east-west aspects rather than north-south 
aspects, as now proposed; 

(g) details of the elevational treatment of 
the various buildings shall be submitted for 
the Borough Council’s observations; 

(h) all advertising on high buildings should 
be approved as part of the elevational treat- 
ment and should not be added to thereafter; 

(i) the greatest possible provision should 
be made for landscaping; 

(j) the Borough Council should be con- 
sulted on any proposed sculpture or statuary 
prior to any work being commissioned 


BOOK 


THe CARVER'S COMPANION. A Guide to 
Carving in Wood and Stone. By Peter 
Morton. (London: Adam and Charles 
Black.) Price 30s. net. 

WE are constantly being reminded 

that the machine is triumphant and 
the crafts dead or dying. Unhappily this 
is true, but one craft that is ‘an uncon- 
scionable time a’dying’ is that of the 
carver in wood and stone. Since the war, 
indeed, there has been a considerable 
revival in it owing to the need to restore 

a great number of war-damaged buildings 

of traditional design. That the craft will 

last a long time yet is reasonably certain 
from the continuing demand for a great 
variety of decorative work; while for the 

amateur it has a perennial attraction as a 

hobby for the leisure hours 
The need for a new book on the subject 

is well met by the one under notice, written 
by one who is himself a distinguished carver 

Though full of technical information on carv 

ing in wood and stone it is no mere text 

book but is pleasantly enlivened by the re 
flections arising from a lifetime's study and 
practice of the carver’s craft. There are 
fifty-nine beautifully reproduced photo 
graphic illustrations of fine craftsmanship in 
furniture and decoration of various kinds, 
new as well as old, the former including 
some architectural work from The Builder, 
together with nine line drawings of a techni- 
cal nature, including diagrams and particulars 
of the carvers’ tools. The wealth of beautiful 
work illustrated is a delight to the eye

News of the Week 


Sutton and Cheam Civic Centre 


[STARS of a new £1jm. Civic Centre 

for Sutton and Cheam Council have 
been announced. The centre will have a 
104 ft. high clock tower and there will be 
an assembly hall to seat 550 people. The 
architect is Mr. Romilly B, Craze, FRIBA, 
who informed The Builder that the Coun- 
cil has given permission for the prepara- 
tion of working drawings as soon as 
planning ‘permission is obtained. 

The layout of the centre is planned to 
allow for future extensions to enable the 
floor space to be doubled, Offices will 
have movable walls and the entrance hall, 
which will face on to Cheam-road, will 
give direct access to all departments by 
staircases and lifts. Layout of the build- 
ings has been governed, to a certain 
extent, by the levels of the site, which 
has a fall of 22 ft. The buildings have 
been sited and grouped in an attractive 
setting with a formal garden. 


St. Catherine’s College, Oxford 


PROFESSOR ARNE JACOBSEN, the Danish 
architect, met the committee responsible 
for planning St. Catherine’s College, 
Oxford, which is to be built in Holywell 
Great Meadow, on February 19. It was 
a formal meeting to discuss whether he 
would like to design the college in associa- 
tion with a British architect, and no 
announcement is likely to be made for at 
least another month. 


Problems of Factory Building 


THe Midlands Regional Board for 
Industry is to hold a conference on 
March 5 at 11.15 a.m. at the RIBA, 66, 
Portland-place, W1, to announce a new 
series of DSIR publications dealing with 
the problems of factory building. The 
chief speaker will be Sir Harry Melville, 
Secretary of the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research. 

In 1957, £267m, was spent on building 
in the manufacturing industries, but no 





organisation was concerned with an over- 
all study of industrial type buildings, as 
was the case with dwellings, schools and 
hospitals. The Midland Regional Board 
for Industry approached the Building 
Research Station some two years ago 
with questions concerning the operating 
costs of multi-storey factory buildings. 
As a result, a co-operative study of the 
problems of building factories was 
arranged. The Midland Regional Board 
for Industry collected subscriptions from 
individual firms to help pay for the costs 
of the study, which was to cover all 
aspects and problems of factory building 
and services. The results of the study 
will be published in a series to be called 
‘Factory. Building Studies’ which, it is 
hoped, will be of value to firms, architects 
and designers over a very wide range of 
industries. 


Twelve Nations in Nuclear Project 


AN AGREEMENT was announced in Paris 
on February 12 by the Organisation for 
European Economic Co-operation for the 
development of Britain’s most advanced 
ideas for a nuclear power station as a 12- 
nation project, stated The Times. The 
principal partners will be the United 
Kingdom and Euratom—a_six-nation 
organisation—and the other participating 
countries will be Austria, Denmark, Nor- 
way, Sweden, and Switzerland. The 
announcement was of approval by 
the steering committee of the European 
Nuclear Energy Agency, representing the 
17 OEEC countries. Approval by the 
councils of Euratom and of OEEC is 
expected to be a formality. 

An experimental reactor based on Bri- 
tain’s ideas for the so-called ‘ high tem- 
perature reactor’ is to be built as a joint 
undertaking at the Winfrith Heath site of 
the United Kingdom Atomic Energy 
Authority. 

The project—to be known as *‘ Dragon’ 
—is expected to extend over five years, 
and to cost £13,600,000. Of this, £10m. 
will be treated as joint expenditure— 
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towards which Britain and Euratom will 
contribute £4,340,000 each—and the bal- 
ance of £3,600,000 will be met by Britain, 
which will retain the reactor and other 
equipment. The building up of a joint 
team is to begin shortly. It should be 
ready to begin work within two to three 
months. 

Temperatures of up to 1,300deg.C. are 
expected to be reached in the interior of 
the fuel elements—which will be of cera- 
mic type—and it is hoped to extract heat 
from the reactor at a temperature of 
750deg.C. 


Abbey Theatre, Dublin 


THE design for the new Abbey Theatre, 
Dublin, prepared by Mr. Michael Scott, 
FRIAI, in collaboration with M. Pierre 
Sonrel, of Paris, has been approved by 
the Eire Government, but no estimate of 
the cost has yet been given and it is not 
known how soon building work will 
begin. The project was illustrated in The 
Builder of November 21 last. 


English- Speaking Union Travel 
Grants 


Tue English-Speaking Union announces 
the offer of four Travel Grants to the 
United States, application for which is 
open to men and women of British nation- 
ality, aged between 30 and 50, who are 
experienced and practising in a branch of 
the arts such as painting, sculpture, music, 
architecture or design. Museum curators 
and art historians are also eligible. 

Each grant will cover the cost of travel 
to and from the United States and travel 
within that country. There will also be a 
subsistence allowance for each day spent 
there, up to a maximum of 56 days, the 
recommended length of the visit. The 
grant may be taken up any time from 
September-October, 1959, but must be 
completed by July 1, 1960.

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO 


From The Builder of February 26, 1859 


BUILDERS’ FOREMEN.—If we were to 
judge from the number of letters we 
receive from time to time, complaining 
of the inefficiency of builders’ foremen, 
we should conclude that masters are not 
sufficiently careful in their selections. One 
of our last correspondents on the subject 
says :—Foremen are generally chosen by 
the masters and by the foremen, the men, 
unhappily, have no voice in the matter. 
The first, who, in nine cases out of ten, 
are not practical men, and hence are 
almost totally unable to judge who are 
the most fit generally choose the man who 
has been longest employed, the best to 
keep time, and the most canting; the 
second generally choose some kinsman, 
and often a man whose pockets are better 
filled with coin than his brain is with 
intelligence. 

What is the consequence of this state 
of things? Why, that there are more 
inefficient than efficient foremen; good 
workmen are discouraged: and English 
workmen are losing their proverbial 
character for good, sound workmanship 
and are becoming Americanised. T.J.S.

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PLANNING POLICY IN KENT 
Emphasis on Urban Renewal 


RECOMMENDATION which could 
have far-reaching effects on the future 


of many towns came recently from the 
Kent Planning Committee. It suggests that 
the County Council, as local planning 


authority, should encourage local authorities 
and private developers to re-develop obso- 
lescent or otherwise unsatisfactory built-up 
urban areas in the County, instead of using 
up more of the rapidly dwindling undeve- 
loped land outside the towns. 

The committee has been examining its 
policy for future operations in the light of 
the competing claims of farmers, manufac- 
turers and house builders for the use of 
land in Kent. 

A report from the County Planning 
Officer, Mr. James W. R. Adams, to the 
committee states:——* Demands on agricul- 
tural land in Kent for non-agricultural deve- 
lopment have been so heavy and continuous 
between the two wars and since the last war, 
that very little land of indifferent agricul- 
tural value remains for future development. 
So much of this indifferent land is now used 
or is needed for open space, recreation 
grounds, school playing fields or other open 
land uses that it can be stated as a generali- 
sation that the supply of virgin sites for 
building development in Kent has or shortly 
will come to an end in very nearly every 
part of the administrative County, in the 
light of agricultural policy. 

* This, however, does not mean that there 
is no scope for extensive future building 
development. On the contrary, there is 
enormous scope in the form of the re-deve- 
lopment of a number of different kinds of 
obsolescent areas. 

*Some of these areas are only obsolescent 
in the sense that houses and gardens are too 
large, others are obsolescent in the more 
literal sense that houses are not capable of 
being economically modernised and 
rendered wholly satisfactory homes to meet 
the requirements of the contemporary 
family. Many centres of towns are dull and 
depressing, and could be greatly improved 
as places where the inhabitants can meet 
each other and obtain relaxation as well as 
shop in comfort and conveniently. 

Considering the foregoing factors 
together, one is encouraged to believe that 
the denial of any further virgin sites for 
building development, except in very 
special circumstances, although an appa- 
rently drastic and inconvenient action, might 
well lead to such an improvement in the 
convenience, character and visual design 
aspects of the towns in Kent, that in the 
long run those responsible for the policy 
would be praised for their foresight.’ 

After discussing that report the Planning 
Committee has reached certain conclusions 
which the County Council was asked to 
consider at its meeting on February 25, when 
the chairman of the committee, Sir William 
Wigham Richardson, invited the County 
Council to adhere to the existing basic plan- 
ning policy of regarding agriculture as the 
major single industry in Kent, and to con 
tinue to safeguard good agricultural land. 
This, of course, does not imply that the 
committee underestimates the importance to 
Kent of other industries. It is in fact at 
present doing what it can to attract new 


industries to certain parts of the County 
where good sites are available. 

The Planning Committee’s second recom- 
mendation to the County Council will be to 
give every possible encouragement to the 
re-development of obsolescent or otherwise 
unsatisfactory built-up areas in preference 
to the use of further undeveloped land for 
building purposes. As a corollary to that, 
the committee is recommending the Council 
to say that it will consider sympathetically 
proposals which might be received for the 
erection or conversion of buildings to pro 
vide flats or maisonnettes in town and 
country ‘where such development appears 
to be expedient for economic reasons and 
particularly when it facilitates the re-deve 
lopment of obsolescent urban areas.’ 

At a recent meeting the committee 
received a report on the Kent Development 
Plan both parts of which have now been 
approved by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government. The committee is turn 
ing its attention to completing the remain 
ing town maps and the quinquennial or 
earlier review of some at least of the town 
maps already in existence. It has arranged 
for the production of a ‘ popular edition’ 
of the Development Plan and for a planning 
exhibition dealing with past efforts and 
future hopes to be held at the County Hall, 
Maidstone, next May. 


ECONOMIES IN DAM-RAISING 


Advantages of Stressed Cable 
Method 


HEN work on the Avon Dam _ was 

begun on Dartmoor in 1954, provision 
was made in a manner new to this country, 
for raising the dam in the future to increase 
the storage capacity by 150 m. gallons—an 
increase of half. 

By certain minor modifications to the new 
dam, the engineers have made it possible to 
adopt for future raising the method of 
stressed cables introduced by the French 
engineer, M. Coyne, for raising existing dams 
at Cheurfras in Algeria, and Steenbras in 
South Africa. They estimate that a sum 
in the region of £75,000—at present contract 
rates—-will be saved when the level is raised. 

These facts were disclosed in a paper, * The 
design and construction of the Avon Dam, 
which was given at the Institution of Civil 
Engineers, in London, on February 24, by 
Mr. Linton Bogle, partner of Lemon & 
Blizard; Mr. Robert Ross, resident engineer; 
and Mr. Thomas McMillan, of Tarmac Civil 
Engineering, Ltd, 

Mr. BoGLe said: * The cost of the neces- 
sary modifications incorporated in the dam 
during construction to provide for future 
raising by 13 ft. of the water level was also 
cheapened by adopting the method of pre 
stressed cables. The cost was only £6,370 
as against £15,000 required for the conven- 
tional method of an additional width of 
foundation to carry a thickened wall on the 
downstream side.’

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CARLISLE BUILDING PROJECTS 


Centre Planned 
From a Correspondent 
S a new picture of the Carlisle of the 
future begins to emerge on the drawing 
boards this Border City will become a 
centre of building activity with new projects 
already scheduled by industrial and nationa 
lised concerns, 

The face of historic Carlisle will be 
changed by the new Civic Centre, and it is 
now announced that the Minister of Hous 
ing and Local Government sees no reason 
to object to the Council’s proposed time- 
table. Plans have already been completed 
for the new Civic Centre, which will accom- 
modate all the corporation offices which are

at present scattered about the city. The 
second stage of the scheme is at present 
timed to start in the spring of 1962. The 


architects are Messrs. C. B. Pearson & Son, 
18 Dalton-square, Lancaster. In due course 
public baths and new educational buildings 
will be erected alongside the centre 

In major education building projects an 
estimated £1m spread over the next five years 
is to be spent in Carlisle. Plans are already 
ready for submission to the Ministry. In 
addition a programme of 348 
houses is planned in 1959. 

But perhaps the biggest constructional pro- 
ject in view is that of British Railways, who 
are to start work soon on a new marshalling 
yard outside Carlisle which will cost at least 
£4m. Construction of the yard, the Nor- 
thern British Railways Division's biggest 
single contribution to the freight traffic plan, 
is linked with proposals to close seven yards

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Building Societies in the Contemporary Scene 
SIR HAROLD BELLMAN’S ADDRESS TO THE RICS 


Cees ors of building society policy 
on finance and economics, the rate 
of house building, the redevelopment of 
decaying areas and current trends in 
design and construction were discussed 
by SiR HAROLD BELLMAN, MBE, DL, JP, 
in a paper entitled ‘ Building Societies in 
the Contemporary Scene,’ which he gave 
at a meeting of the RICS held at 12 Great 
George-street, Westminster, on Monday, 
January 5. We take the following 
extracts from his address:— 

In recent years (said Sir Harold) we 
have maintained an exceptional rate of 
house building, which has done much to 
relieve the actual numerical shortage 
apparent immediately after the war. There 
is little doubt, however, that house build- 
ing at the rate of 300,000 per annum, 
given the prevailing circumstances, has 
imposed some strain upon the country’s 
economic organisation. Unless either 
commercial and industrial building falls 
sharply (which would be unfortunate in 
its broader implications for the country’s 
economic efficiency if it occurred), or the 
productivity of the building industry 
increases appreciably, it would be better 
if a figure of something under 300,000 
could be the normal order of events. 

There is this further aspect of the prob- 
lem: that if too large a proportion of our 
financial resources and manpower is 
devoted to new house building, the repair 
and reconstruction of our older houses 
may suffer in the process. This question 
of the older type of property, and especi- 
ally in the larger industrial centres, is a 
critical one, There are thousands of 
houses which fall something short of slum 
standards and fall equally short of a stan- 
dard which would enable them to qualify 
for a normal building society or local 
authority mortgage in their present con- 
dition. One of our major political parties 
has propounded a remedy for this prob- 
lem, but this, I believe, makes a stronger 
appeal on political grounds than on purely 
economic considerations. 


A ‘Housing Rescue’ Operation 


It is because of the existence of this 
enormous group of houses throughout 
the country that a warm welcome should 
be accorded the Government's recently 
published White Paper which embodies 
proposals whereby the Government will 
advance funds, on defined terms and con- 
ditions, to building societies to advance 
on properties of the kind under considera- 
tion. This should form the spearhead of 
a real * housing rescue’ operation. If pri- 
vate owners who have lost interest in 
these properties (mainly, no doubt, 
because of the lack of economic incen- 
tive) would sell them to their sitting 
tenants at fair prices, those tenants would 
often be able to obtain mortgages and 
improvement grants which would enable 
the properties to be modernised and 
become an asset to the community, 
instead of a liability. 

Pursuing this line of thought further, 
as and when the wholesale redevelopment 


of decayed and decaying inner areas of 
cities is undertaken, the question of fin- 
ance will be of paramount importance. 
In the past, much of this work has been 
the responsibility of the local authority. 
There seems no reason, however, why a 
scheme should not be evolved whereby 
private enterprise could play a part, erect- 
ing houses for sale to the owner-occupier 
with building society assistance. Obvi- 
ously such a scheme could not be pro- 
duced overnight, but it might well be 
that as new house building tends to dimi- 
nish, with the consequent decline in the 
demand for building society advances, 
the societies would be better able to pro- 
vide funds to assist such redevelopment. 


The Professional Valuer’s Usefulness 


In any discussion of building society 
mortgage activities, the importance of the 
professional valuer is implicit, if not 
explicit. We all tend to imagine, whether 
rightly or wrongly, that there was once a 
golden age in which everything was very 
simple and uncomplicated. To-day the 
conduct ef mortgage business, if it is to be 
carried on properly, is far from simple or 
uncomplicated. In such circumstances, 
the professional surveyor assumes a posi- 
tion of great importance. 


From time to time proposals are made 
in public discussions which, if adopted, 
would lead to some considerable changes 
in present-day practice. For instance, it 
is sometimes suggested that the valuer’s 
report, now regarded as confidential to 
the society and to be used for the society's 
purpose only, should be made available 
to the mortgage applicant. On the face 
of it, this may have some attractions, but 
there are considerable difficulties in prac- 
tice. A full structural survey is not nor- 
mally carried out on behalf of the society, 
nor do the fees agreed between the build- 
ing societies’ central organisation and pro- 
fessional institutions provide for reports 
in such detail. Furthermore, the legal 
position of the parties would require to 
be clarified, which would perhaps not be 
at all easy. Nevertheless, I believe that 
many societies, if they receive a report in 
terms which indicate that a purchase 
would be very much to the disadvantage 
of the person concerned, contrive to con- 
vey at least the tone, if not the detail, of 
the report and thus give the intending 
applicant some warning. I doubt if at 
the moment matters can proceed very 
much beyond this stage without a radical 
revision of the building society-surveyor 
relationship. At the most we can re-em- 
phasise the importance of borrowers 
having an independent survey by a quali- 
fied valuer in as many cases as possible. 

Among matters for what might be 
termed Board Room consideration are 
the difficulties which arise in the valuation 
of new properties which are regarded as 
quintessentially expressions of the age. 1 
hope this unbiassed description will be 
sufficient to identify the type of construc- 
tion in mind. There are perhaps essen- 
tially two problems. What are the 
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inherent merits of the new types of con- 
struction, both as machines for living and 
from a structural standpoint? Related to 
this is the wider esthetic problem:—will 
they be accepted by general public taste, 
or are they essentially a freakish product 
of a frenzied moment? From the con- 
structional standpoint, it is much easier, I 
suppose, to provide working answers, and 
here the profession can usually proffer 
quite firm guidance. The second ques- 
tion involves’ considerations which 
are not exclusively within the 
surveyor’s province but which impinge on 
general policy. What we both have to 
accept, however, is that the final arbiters 
are the general or lay public who, since 
they control the purse-strings, control ulti- 
mately the forces of supply and demand. 
All the same, a very real problem remains 
both for valuers and for building societies. 
Looking at the problem broadly, we 
both have to decide whether the current 
trend is purely transient or is indeed 
inaugurating a new era which will influ- 
ence the greater part of subsequent con- 
struction. In this connection one cannot 
fail to notice the enthusiasm of the 
younger generation for the new forms. It 
may be that in 100 years from now the 
country will consist of large numbers of 
ultra-modern houses interspersed with a 
few preserved specimens of say, Georgian 
domestic architecture. But this is not a 
prophecy—it is merely an invitation to 
consider the development as a possibility. 
In the meanwhile, however, we have to 
evolve a working day-to-day policy on 
this matter and some further thought on 
both sides will no doubt be required. 


Maisonettes and Flats 


Again, since my address is concerned 
with the contemporary scene, it is impos- 
sible to overlook the increasing popularity 
of maisonettes and flats which are offered 
for sale. It would appear that these satisfy 
a need which is not readily met otherwise. 
In many cases, building society advances 
are made on this type of property, but 
the building societies on the whole tend 
to adopt a cautious attitude to mortgage 
proposals of this character and their pro- 
fessional surveyors correspondingly adopt 
a conservative basis of valuation. I think 
this must necessarily be the case while 
the idea is still in a more or less experi- 
mental stage, and also while the demand 
for advances on the building societies’ 
normal type of security, with its proved 
marketability, is in excess of supply. There 
are some indications, however, that flats 
and maisonettes will become an increas- 
ing feature of the housing scene and this 
is another of the directions in which build- 
ing societies will no doubt be called upon 
to adapt themselves, within whatever 
limits seem prudent, to the changing 
scene. 

A further problem concerns the ques- 
tion of general amenities and the part 
which the surveyor may have to play in 
this sphere. In the main, the matter is 
most effectively in the hands of the town 
planning authorities, but where a builder 
approaches a building society at an early 
stage for mortgage facilities and where 
the society has professional surveyors on 
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its staff, there is often scope here for the 
surveyor to advise the Board of the build- 
ing society in terms which will materially 
benefit local amenities, and personally I 
should like to see fuller use made of this 
opportunity. The education of both the 
authorities and public opinion in this mat- 
ter is a slow and frustrating business, and 
short of dictatorship (which we should all 
abhor) it appears we must be content with 
plodding piecemeal development. 


DESIGN OF HOUSES 

Building Societies’ View 
 & the course of a statement on this 

subject Mr. ALEXANDER MEIKLE, 

CA (Chairman of the Council, the 
Building Societies Association), writes: 
Building societies have recently been 
subject to some criticism from architects 
and builders on the ground that they are 
old-fashioned in outlook and over-cautious 
in lending policy. According to the 
critics this may have the effect of dis- 
couraging new developments in house 
design. 

In general, the duty of the building society 
is to assist members of the public to buy 
the houses of their choice; it does not 
normally include that of influencing them 
in their choice save where the property is 
unsound in construction and for that reason, 
or any other similar reason, one which the 
borrower should not buy. In short, the lend- 
ing policy of the building society must pro- 
ceed at the same pace as public taste and 
public demand. What are intended by archi- 
tects to be improvements in design do not 
necessarily succeed in appealing to the buy- 
ing public. 

It is just this knowledge that new design 
is partly experimental that makes the build- 
ing societies cautious. It cannot be empha- 
sised too strongly that the first duty of build- 
ing societies is to afford proper security for 
the money entrusted to them by over 
4,000,000 investors and that for this (and 
other) reasons they are always more likely 
to march with the public taste in home 
design than to attempt to lead it. 


SMOKE NUISANCE 
‘Domestic Fires Chief Culprits’ 


BRITISH HOUSEHOLDERS are not well 
informed about fuel efficiency and are pre- 
pared to spend little towards making their 
homes comfortably warm, a meeting of the 
Royal Society of Health was told in London 
on February 12. 

Dr. A. Parker, formerly Director of Fuel 
Research, Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research, said that, at the same 
time, these householders were prepared to 
spend considerable amounts on luxury 
items that gave less in real value. He added 
that during recent years there had been a 
decrease in the amount of solid fuel used 
in Britain for domestic heating. On the 
other hand there had been an increase in 
the quantities of oil, electricity and gas con- 
sumed because they caused less dirt, and 
were more convenient and labour saving. 

Dr. Parker claimed that though domestic 
fires (including five million tons of miners’ 
coal) used only one-sixth of the total coal 
consumption of the country, they were 
responsible for one half of the smoke 
emitted into the air. 


BRITISH STANDARDS 


Fire Tests on Building Materials and 
Structures (BS 476 Part 3 : 1958 : 
External Fire Exposure Roof Tests) 


NTERNAL fire, it has long been realised, 

is not the only fire hazard to which a 

building is vulnerable. Parts of its structure 

(particularly the roof materials) can be 

affected by fire of sufficient intensity in 

adjacent building, even if a road separates 
the two premises. 

Hence the value of the publication (price 
4s.) with its test for assessing the degree of 
hazard of various roof constructions when 
exposed to external fire conditions, The test 
is developed around an apparatus in which 
typical specimens of the external cladding 
and under-structure of the roof are exposed 
to heat radiation. The specimens are first 
subjected to a modified short test, to avoid 
waste of time on unsuitable materials; 
specimens which pass this test are then sub: 
jected to the full test for both penetration 
and spread of flame. 

On the basis of their test results, specimens 
are allocated designatory letters, e.g. 
specimens which have not been penetrated 
within one hour and which have permitted no 
spread of flame, would be designated ‘ AA,’ 
The designatory letters can be used by manu- 
facturers for marking their materials, 


Paper-hanging Pastes and Powders 
(BS 3046 : 1958) 


THIs new 8-page publication deals with 
adhesives, either as powders or in ready- 
mixed condition (‘tub’ paste) intended for 
the hanging of wallpapers (other than 
lincrusta) listed in BS 1248. 

Limits are specified for 
alkalinity and two types 
distinguished according to 
chloride content. 

Keeping qualities and adhesive properties 
are defined in terms of tests, full particulars 
of which are given in appendices. The 
standard, price 4s. 6d., requires adequate 
instructions for the preparation and use of 
the paste to be supplied with each 
package. A paste which, although comply- 
ing with the requirements of the standard in 
other respects, is not recommended for use 
with particular wallpapers or decorations 
listed in BS 1248, is not excluded from the 
scope of the standard provided that details 
of the limitation are provided on or with 
the package, A British Standard for Higher 
Tensile Steel Hooks of the ‘C’ or Liverpool 
type (BS 3033: 1958), price 7s. 6d., has also 
been issued.

Mastic Asphalt for Tanking and 
Damp-proof Courses (Natural Rock 
Asphalt Aggregate). (BS 1418 : 1958) 

ADVANCES in knowledge and technique 


since the first edition of this standard 
appeared in 1942 are reflected in this 14-page 
iflustrated publication. It deals with mastic 
asphalt for tanking and damp-proof courses, 
composed of crushed and ground natura] 
rock asphalt incorporated with one or two 
types of asphaltic cement normally with an 
added course aggregate. 

Test requirements are _ specified for 
asphaltic cements and flux oils, natural rock 
asphalt, coarse aggregate and mastic asphalt 
mixtures. An entirely new feature is an 
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appendix on ‘Determination of the acid 
solubility of coarse siliceous aggregates.” 

Following a section devoted to manufac- 
ture of the mastic asphalt and to re-smelting 
on site, is a list of methods for sampling 
and testing both finished products and their 
components. For the testing of natural 
rock asphalt and mastic asphalt mixtures the 
standard makes reference to the recently 
revised BS 598 ‘Sampling and examination 
of bituminous mixtures for roads and build- 
ings.’ 

A marking clause requires blocks to bear 
the standard number (BS 1418) price 4s. 6d., 
and the manufacturer's identification mark: 
and elsewhere the standard provides for the 
eptional use of BSI’s certification monogram 
—the ‘ Kitemark.’ 

Purchasers and suppliers will find use- 
ful the appendix ‘ Recommendations for the 
Application of Mastic Asphalt for 
Tanking and Damp-Proof Courses.’ Among 
the 12 subjects dealt with are: protection of 
horizontal asphalt, brickwork and keying, 
and continuity of lining. The standard 
points out that the recommendations have 
been included pending the preparation of a 
British Standard Code of Practice for tank- 
ing. 


Pedestrian Guard Rails (Metal) 
(BS 3049 : 1958) 


THe Metropolitan Police, the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of Accidents, 
the AA and RAC, Government and local 
authority interests and others concerned in 
road safety have joined forces to produce 
a new British Standard as above. 

The standard, price 3s., was prepared at 
the request of large users, notably local 
authorities. It deals with the metal guard 
rails erected permanently at road junctions 
and other potential dangerspots or tem- 
porarily for outdoor functions and pro- 
cessions—to keep pedestrians off the road- 
way. The rails specified are not intended 
to be used as crush barriers. 

Guard rails to BS 3049 will make far 
greater safety in four ways: (1) at 3 ft. 6 in. 
they are 6 in. higher than some existing 
patterns; (2) details of the design have been 
planned to discourage children (and others) 
from climbing on to or over the rails; (3) 
the space underneath the bottom horizontal 
member is reduced so as to make it difficult 
for children or dogs to run into the road 
unexpectedly; and (4) the ‘ in-filling * must be 
of wire mesh, expanded metal, vertical bars 
or other materials through which drivers can 
see. 

From the point of view of the local 
authority, BS 3049, by standardizing the 
length of each bay (or section) will reduce 
the diversity of sizes of rail now being made. 
It will therefore make for greater ease of 
ordering, interchangeability of sections 
regardless of the origin of manufacture, and 
simpler erection, dismantling and repair 
work. The standard should result in 
economies both for local authority and other 
users and for the manufacturers of guard 
rails who will be able to concentrate pro- 
duction on a uniform design. 

BS 3049 purposely does not restrict 
design so far as the cross-section of the 
various members is concerned but it does 
specify minimum strength requirements.

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EVERYDAY THINGS 
By Arthur W. Kenyon, CBE, FRIBA 
LXIX.—The Opening of Tenders 


|F Piccadilly can be wiped out at the 
whim of whoever it is, leaving only 
poor dwarfed little Eros to remind us of 
the glory that was the Circus, it is perhaps 
vain of me to think I can plead for one 
of the old simple little ceremonies which 
used to punctuate the lives of architects 
and builders—the formal opening of 
tenders. If such occasions are regarded 
as irrelevant to our present methods, then 
I should like at least to record for my 
own satisfaction the formal little proce- 
dure which was once quite an occasion 
in our working life. 

The decks were cleared in the boss's 
office; chairs were placed round the table 
in as formal a manner as could be con- 
trived, ready for the witching hour of 
12 noon to strike. Tenders always had to 
be in by 12 noon—there was a sort of 
magic about this unalterable hour. 

Outside in the hall there waited the 
representatives of the builders, each with 
his tender in a sealed envelope and a

priced bill of quantities, and at the magic 
stroke of the clock they were solemnly 
invited into the inner sanctum to hand 
in their prices. 

There were, of course, times when the 
ceremony did not go to plan; when, for 
instance, there was an absent tender. Was 
it on its way? Had the messenger been 
delayed? Would the others wait, say for 
five minutes, whilst some telephoning was 
done? Of course, they always agreed, 
but there was a limit to the delay, and 
sporting as they always were, you knew 
you could only hold out for the time 
which you had asked for. Sometimes it 
came, sometimes it didn't, and if it didn’t, 
then it was null and void. 


Prepared beforehand was a list of’ 


tenderers, a copy being handed to each 
person in the room as he sat on the edge 
of the chair which had been placed for 
him. The architect was the only other 
person present, except perhaps his secre- 
tary, and as he opened the envelopes and 
read out the names, prices and times of 
completion, the others duly filled in the 
particulars on the list which had been 
given to them. 

There was a tense five minutes, rather 
like a lottery draw, during which the 
architect tried to appear unconcerned and 
disinterested in the result, although in 
actual fact he was probably on tenter- 
hooks lest there should not be one tender 


within the price which he had given to 
his client. 

The ceremony was over, the representa- 
tives were formally thanked for their 
attendance. When they had gone, the 
architect was able to breathe a sigh of 
relief—or not, as the case might be. 
Neither the clients nor the quantity sur- 
veyors attended these meetings. 

I believe the builders appreciated this 
ceremony. After all, they had worked 
hard to get the tender in on time and 
in those days most of them were keen 
on getting the job and were anxious to 
know the result as soon as possible. 
To-day the unsuccessful do not hear the 
result for some time, if at all, and Govern- 
ment departments have been known to 
look upon the tenders as documents of 
such secrecy as not even to be divulged 
to the architect. 

Have these little ceremonies gone for 
good like so many other things? I never 
hear builders ask for tenders to be opened 
in their presence these days, so I suppose 
the 12 noon ceremony has gone from our 
offices along with the high stool. 


HOUSING ALLOCATION 
SYSTEM 


Local Authorities Criticised 


C= AIN changes in the principles under 
which local authority housing is provided 
and administered, also houses for which 
housing trusts are responsible, were advo- 
cated in a talk given at the Housing Centre, 
13 Suffolk-street, SW1, on January 27 by 
Mr. Martin Bond, ACIS, FInstHousing, of 
the Peabody Buildings Donation Fund. 

With regard to Council house tenants, MR. 
BOND said his theme was that many of them 
were quite ordinary people and they should 
be treated as such, neither being pampered 
nor dragooned. Local authorities should 
treat them in ways that were businesslike, 
human and reasonable. 

Somebody was sure to say that housing 
should be treated as a social service, but, he 
said, the prime needs of life such as food, 
clothing, light and heat were not a social 
service. These things were off the ration and 
unallocated. There was choice and variety 
about them. Why should there not also be 
choice and variety in housing? 

Mr. Bond pointed out that he was thinking 
in terms of people who wished to rent, rather 
than buy, their dwelling. He enumerated the 
things he did not like about local authority 
housing of the present day. For instance, 
the individual tenant was completely denied 
any choice of locality, size or character of 
dwelling. His own right to say what he 
wanted was totally ignored. What he wanted 
must conform with the points system or some 
other system instituted by the local authority. 

The speaker did not like the way local 
authorities decided what proportion of a 
man’s income he should spend on his housing 
accommodation. Some people would want 
to spend a lot of money on their housing, 
others would want an economical home so 
that they could have more money for other 
things. 

A system of barter in homes had now 
grown up. Tenants of houses in one borough 
or district advertised in the newspapers that 
they wished to exchange houses with people 
living in another area. Tenants were charged 
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rents heavily subsidised and below those for 
comparable accommodation in the same 
neighbourhood. 

Why should it be impossible for a man to 
obtain a tenancy for a period longer than a 
week or a month? Up to 1914 even the 
agricultural tied cottage was on a basis of 
life or employment. 

Mr. Bond said he disliked the situation in 
which the landlord did not permit his tenant 
to be responsible for the decoration, even if 
the tenant probably did it in any case. 

What was to be done? The facility was 
to hand, in Section 115 of the Housing Act, 
1957. This gave powers to local authorities 
to set up housing management commissions 
This clause reproduced a clause in the 1936 
Act which had never been used but which 
permitted a council to ‘ hive off’ its housing 
activities to a housing management commis 
sion which would still be under the contro] 
of the council. This would take housing 
business away from the floor of the council 
chamber and politics and put it on a day-to 
day basis. 

He believed the bulk of municipally owned 
houses should be put on to the market, not 
for purchase but for letting. The local 
authority would only retain the houses it 
needed for those who really did require social 
service housing. The first duty of a local 
housing authority was to provide dwellings 
for those people who needed them as a social 
service 

As for housing trusts, said Mr. Bond, 
they were, generally speaking, concerned with 
absolute poverty, e.g., insufficient money for 
health and well-being. If it was accepted 
that absolute poverty began at the national 
assistance level, and if national assistance 
rules remained as they were to-day, it was 
impossible for housing trusts to relieve pro- 
perty. But again investigation would show 
that a great many of the tenants of housing 
trusts were quite ordinary people. 

The principles of good management must 
be applied to housing trust administration. 
That meant giving reasonable security and 
keeping the family, in its wider sense, 
together. Segregation should be avoided as 
far as possible. Industry, i.e., hard work of 
the tenants, should not be penalised. There 
would still be poor and unfortunate people 
who needed a special provision to meet their 
needs. 

By and large, rents should be ordinary, not 
exceptional, and if a profit was made it 
should not be something to be afraid or 
ashamed of. The task of the housing trust 
should be to widen its scope and not to 
increase benefits to the individual. It should 
avoid housing ordinary people on terms suit- 
able only to special cases,

IN 1958 


Price Index Reaches Lowest Level 
in February 


basic materials index reached its 
lowest level in February, 1958, then 
tended to move upwards until, at the end of 
the year, it was nearly 14 per cent above 
the January level. Prices of materials used 
in the steel industry fell only slightly over 
the year and the building and furniture 
trades benefited from lower timber prices; 
imported softwood prices fell by 104 per 
cent and imported hardwood prices by 3 
per cent. 

The building and civil engineering 
materials index fell by less than 1 per cent 
during the year, but the index for house 
building materials showed a slightly steeper 
decline and finished the year nearly 14 per 
cent lower than in January. Both these 
indices were influenced by lower prices for 
iron and steel items and the recovery in the 
latter half of the year of non-ferrous metal 
prices. Imported softwood prices declined 
steadily throughout the year and there were

falis in the prices of bricks and cast stone 
and cast concrete products. 

The annual average price index (1954= 
100) over 1958 for building and civil 
engineering materials was 114.2*; percentage 
changes were 1956 to 1957—plus 2.7 and 
1957 to 1958 plus 0.4. The annual average 
for house building materials was 111.9*, and 
percentage changes were plus 2.7 for 1956 
to 1957 and minus 0.4 for 1957 to 1958. 


POST OFFICE BUILDING 


Research into Reducing Costs 
From a Correspondent 

IELD trials are to commence this year 

to test out ideas gained by Government 
research into the design and erection of 
Post Office buildings. These trials will com- 
prise the erection of three typical Post Office 
buildings, designed by the Joint Post Office 
and Ministry of Works Development Group 
which was set up last year with the aim of 
reducing building costs, 

The buildings concerned include a new 
head post office at Hitchin, a telephone 
exchange at Altrincham, and an engineering 
depot at Plymouth. 

The Group began their task by making a 
detailed analysis of the cost of erecting 11 
specimen post office buildings. This analy- 
sis was divided into two. While one sought 
to establish the cost per pound for the pro- 
vision of roofs, walls and partitions, the 
other broke down the functional cost of pro- 
viding accommodation for a_ telephone 
exchange, a sorting office, welfare space, and 
similar ancillaries. 

Some of the results of this analysis include 
focusing attention on the heavy cost of dig- 
ging out basements, the comparative cost of 
building staircases, and the discovery that 
many large and useless corridors are present 
in existing buildings. 

As regards the erection of staircases, it 
was found that whereas in one building the 
cost equalled 1s. 7d. in the pound, only 7d. 
in the pound had been spent in another. 

Experience gained has been applied in the 
planning of Hitchin post office. In this build- 
ing it is hoped to eliminate all extraneous 
circulation space and there will be no base- 
ment accommodation. The cost is estimated 
at £80,000 as against £120,000 if it were built 
by normal methods. 

Altrincham telephone exchange is expected 
to cost £30,000, or less than half the cost of 
previous buildings of this type. Work is to 
commence on this building in September 
this year for completion in December, 1960. 

Consideration has also been given to the 
fact that a heavy backlog of Post Office 
building exists. It has been estimated that 
this will cost between £60m and £70m. and 
take about nine years to clear. Together 
with new requirements, it is estimated that 
at the present rate of progress, 12 to 15 
years will elapse before Post Office accom- 
modation is on a reasonable footing. 

Prefabrication is another aspect that is 
being studied. 

The 1958/59 Post Office building pro- 
gramme includes plans for the erection of 
141 major new buildings, three of which will 
be in the London area. These include a new 
Western District Post Office to cost £14m., a 
Head Post Office at Harrow, £500,000; and 
a new Battersea District Post Office, 
£400,000. 
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ALLEVIATING 
UNEMPLOYMENT 


Construction Industry ‘A Powerful 
Medium’ 
HE civil engineering contracting industry 
can be a powerful medium for allevi- 
ating immediate unemployment and starting 
off a revitalising of Britain’s economy. MR. 
R. M. DouG as, president of the Federation 
of Civil Engineering Contractors, stressed 
this point at the annual dinner of the Federa- 
tion’s Scottish Section held in Glasgow on 
February 24. 

Mr. Douglas, who was replying to the 
toast of ‘ The Federation, proposed by Lord 
Forbes, Minister of State for Scotland, said 
that the Government had already done a 
great deal to stimulate public investment in 
constructional works by, for example, asking 
local authorities to go ahead with schemes 
that could be put into commission quickly. 
Private industrial investment was, however, 
still sluggish and a restoration of investment 
allowances would prove a great inducement 
to industrialists to go ahead with their plans 
for expansion and development. 

New civil engineering projects, both large 
and small, provided employment not only 
for the men employed on the construction 
work but also for men engaged in the manu- 
facture of materials such as bricks, cement 
and steel. This, by creating purchasing power 
for consumer goods and services, provided 
a powerful means of starting off a revitalis- 
ing of the economy. 

The past year had been a difficult one for 
the civil engineering contracting industry, 
said Mr. Douglas, but the future prospects 
were now brighter. By the summer there 
should be a substantial upturn in activity. 
Mr. Douglas referred to a number of im- 
portant civil engineering projects in Scotland, 
including the steelworks at Ravenscraig, the 
oil refinery development at Grangemouth, 
the nuclear power stations at Dounreay and 
Hunterston, the new tunnel under the Clyde 
and the new road bridge over the Firth of 
Forth. 

Other speakers were Mr. H. A. Whitson, 
a member of the Federation’s Scottish 
Section, who proposed the toast of ‘The 
Guests,’ the response to which was made by 
Mr. W. P. Haldane, City Engineer of Edin- 
burgh.

J hee presentation of the 1958 National 
Joint Apprenticeship Board Prizes to 
London apprentices was performed by Mr.

FIOB. 

In welcoming the apprentices, their parents 
and friends, Mr. W. R. ALLEN said that they 
had indentured slightly more apprentices this 
year than last, despite the credit restrictions, 
and added that they were quite happy about 
this. It was a pity that there were not enough 
boys in the painting and decorating trade 
and he hoped that this would soon be recti- 
fied. Continuing, he said that his committee 
had asked the City and Guilds for a recog- 
nised course in the floor tiling trade. 

Welcoming Mr. Woodbine Parish, he said 
how pleased all those present were to see him 
there, for his vast experience in the building 
industry was well known and appreciated. 

In his address, which followed the presen- 
tation of the prizes, Mr. D. E. Woopsine 
ParisH, who was in his usual good form, said 
that the TUC building was an appropriate 
setting for the prizegiving ceremony, for 
many of the apprentices in the industry had 
been engaged in building it. ‘The building 
industry, added Mr. Woodbine Parish, *i 
a fine one to be in.’ Turning to the parents 
he said that he was delighted to see so many 
of them there, for there was a certain amount 
of family pride in what the apprentices 
achieved. 

He went on to state that a very long pro- 
gramme was ahead of the Industry. ‘ There 
are old factories to be pulled down and 
new ones to be built, in addition to new 
homes.’

Swimming Pool Included in 
Golden Lane Housing Scheme 


-* their meeting on February 19 the 
Court of Common Council authorised 
an increase in the total] amount allowed for 
the Golden Lane Housing Estate scheme 
from £1,907,000 to £2,325,000. 

As well as approving this recommendation 
of the housing committee, they also approved 
the tender of Gee, Walker and Slater, Ltd.— 
the lowest, at £766,364—for the construction 
of the remainder of the estate, in the form 
of an extension westwards from the original 
site over an area fronting Goswell-road. 

The tender, which is fixed price and is to 
be completed within two years of acceptance, 
covers the erection of 275 flats, 60 under- 
ground garages, 20 shops with basement 
stores, a public house with cellar, club rooms, 
badminton court, small swimming pool and 
nursery. 

Mr. THOMAS HARROWING, chairman of the 
housing committee, pointed out that it con- 
tained ‘the first concrete proposal for add- 
ing to the antiquated swimming facilities for 
city workers which has been before the 
Court.’ 

Mr. Harrowing said the pool would be 
erected at comparatively low cost. They 
already had the site, which could not be used 
for any more useful purpose as they were 
already building to the utmost density per- 
mitted. No additional equipment would be 
needed to heat water and air at the pool. 
If they attempted to build a similar pool 
in any other part of the City it would cost 
at least double if not treble the amount 
included in the estimates. 

Answering Col. H. Brookhouse, Mr. Har- 
rowing said the pool would measure 
66 ft. 8 in. by 27 ft.—approximately the same 
as the bath at St. Bride’s. 

An amendment by Cot. BROOKHOUSE that 
the question of the swimming bath should 
be referred back, so that consideration could 
be given for planning a larger one, was 
defeated. 

In a printed report to the Court, the hous- 
ing committee state that the capital cost of 
the swimming bath, together with equipment 
for filtration, heating, ventilation and provi- 
sion of changing rooms, lavatories, etc., 
would be £30,000, which was included in the 
tender submitted. 

The Court also approved a recommenda- 
tion of the special committee that provision 
should be made in the next Various Powers 
Bill to empower the Corporation to provide 
and manage swimming baths. 


Developments Refused 


Among the recommendations of the im- 
provements and town planning committee 
was that permission should be refused for 
a revised layout of the car park at Bucklers- 
bury House, including washing and greasing 
bays in connection with the use of the base- 
ment car park as a public garage. 

Giving their reasons for the refusal, the 
committee say the introduction of washing, 
greasing and polishing facilities would materi- 
ally reduce the effective area of the car park, 
the layout of which, as approved on July 25, 
1957, is already sub-standard and would 
establish an industrial use which is not ancil- 
lary to the main purpose of the building, 
and which would therefore be contrary to 
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conditions of the permission dated July 4, 
1957. 

Other developments refused by the com- 
mittee were :— 

The erection of a new building for use 
as a warehouse at 31 to 33 (odd) Aldgate- 
avenue, within the Portsoken Section (Part G) 
of the Comprehensive Development Area in 
Redevelopment Unit No. 34 (architects, 
Shingler and Risdon, 47 Bedford-row, WC1). 
Reason for refusal: It would seriously affect 
the road improvement proposals for the area 
and would prejudice the Corporation’s pro- 
posals for the comprehensive redevelopment 
of the area. 

Rebuilding of the war damaged station 
buildings, consisting of a booking hall, lock- 
up shops, together with offices on five floors 
over, at 1 to 4 Cheapside and 2 and 3 
Panyer-alley (within the central section, Part 
B, of the Comprehensive Development Area) 
(applicants, London Transport Executive). 
Reason for refusal: The proposed develop- 
ment of the sites is question as a single unit 
would prejudice the approved comprehensive 
redevelopment and road proposals for the 
area. 

Developments Permitted 


The committee recommended that the fol- 
lowing developments should be permitted 
subject to conditions :— 

Erection of a four-storey office building, 
with a public restaurant in the basement, at 
4 and 5 Wine Office-court (architects, Ken- 
neth Lindy, Joseph Hill and Partners, 24 St. 
Mary Axe, EC3). 

Reconstruction of the third floor and the 
erection of an additional fourth floor for 
residential accommodation at 148 Fleet- 
street (developers, Garrett, White and Poland, 
5 Dowgate-hill, EC4). 

Erection of an addition at first floor ter- 
race level as an extension to a restaurant 
at Henekeys, Ltd., Lawrence-lane, Cheapside 
(redevelopment Unit No. 11) (architects, W. 
Curtis Green, Son & Lloyd, of 5 Pickering- 
place, SW1). 

The Committee recommended the accep- 
tance of the lowest tender, made by Will- 
ment Bros., Ltd. (£3,796 19s. 10d.), for site 
clearance and filling works in respect of 
land bounded by Cannon-street, Bread-street, 
Queen Victoria-street, and Friday-street 
(redevelopment unit No. 5). They recom- 
mended the work should be put in hand 
forthwith. The Committee also recom- 
mended that the lowest tender, again by 
Willment Bros., Ltd. (£4,099 3s. 6d.), should 
be accepted for the demolition of 48-54 Lud- 
gate-hill and 68-70 Old Bailey, which form 
part of redevelopment unit No. 16, the 
works to be put in hand forthwith. 

The following developments in accord- 
ance with plans should also be permitted, 
said the Committee:— 

At Clements House, 14 to 18 (even) 
Gresham-street and 12 to 18 Wood-street, 
retention of the roof structures and external 
staircase to the roof as erected, and the 
carrying out of alterations in connection 
therewith, and the retention of the random 
patterning to the window spandrels as 
erected (architects, Trehearne and Norman, 
Preston and Partners, 83 Kingsway, WC2). 

At 67 to 69 Watling-street, roofing over 
an open area in the basement (architects, 
Fitzroy Robinson and Partners, 3 Gray’s 
Inn-square, WC). 

The Committee recommended that permis- 


sions should be granted on an outline appli- 
cation for the following development, subject 
to certain conditions: 

At 2 and 2A Throgmorton-avenue, altera- 
tions and change of use of the ground floor 
and basement and/or alternatively, the 
northern part of the ground floor and base- 
ment from a post office training school to 
shops (architects, H. G. Tilley, 3 Kings 
Bench Walk, EC4). 

It was also recommended that drawings 
should be approved for the erection of a 
new building for use as a bank headquarters 
at 56 to 58 Cheapside and 1, Bow Lane 
(architects, Trehearne and Norman, Preston 
and Partners, 83 Kingsway, WC2); and for 
the erection of a single-storey shop and its 
retention for a limited period of three years 
at 68 St. Paul’s Churchyard (applicant, E. J. 
Floyd Ewin, of The Chapter House, St. 
Paul’s Churchyard). 


INQUIRY BUREAU 
General Contractor’s Discount 


Q.—Under Clauses 21 and 22 of the RIBA 
Form of Contract nominated sub-contractors 
and nominated suppliers accounts are to 
include 24 per cent and 5 per cent cash dis- 
count respectively for the general contractor, 
If this had not been allowed an allowance 
in lieu thereof is to be made in the final 
account. Should an increase in the cost of 
labour and materials or purchase tax occur 
during the period of the contract this is 
usually included in the sub-contractor’s or 
supplier's account as a net item: i.e. not 
subject to cash discount. 

In this case is the surveyor, when prepar- 
ing the final acount, entitled under the RIBA 
Contract to make an allowance to the general 
contractor in lieu of cash discount? TW. 

A.—Clause 21(a) provides that (unless the 
architect or contractor otherwise agree) 
no nominated sub-contractor shall be em- 
ployed who will not grant a 24 per cent for 
cash on the payments certified under clause 
24 as due to the sub-contractor. There is no 
express reference to payments to the con- 
tractor in lieu of the cash discount, although 
such a payment might be agreed upon be- 
tween the architect and contractor if it is 
desired to employ a nominated sub-contrac- 
tor who will not agree to the cash discount. 
Moreover, in my opinion it is clear from 
clause 21(b) that the cash discount of 24 
per cent is to apply to the sum actually 
certified by the architect as due to the nomi- 
nated sub-contractor. 

Similarly, clause 22 provides that the con- 
tractor is not bound to place an order with a 
nominated supplier who will not agree to 
allow a cash discount of 5 per cent. Again, 
there is no express reference to payments 
in lieu. 

Clause 22(b) indicates that the discount 
for cash is to apply to the amount actually 
paid by the contractor to the nominated sub- 
contractor, The question of purchase tax 
has been dealt with in Practice Note 15 of 
the Joint Contracts Tribunal. 

In the absence of special circumstances, 1 
am of the opinion therefore that the answer 
to this question is * NO.’ A. E, T. 


Separating Walls 
Q.—I shall be glad if you could please 
settle for me a query regarding the inter-

pretation of the by-law dealing with walls 
separating flats and maisonettes, etc. (By 
law 44.) Under the Third Schedule, para- 
graph 6 of the Model By-laws, reference is 
made to party walls in domestic buildings not 
being less than 84 in. thick, but under By- 
law 44 it would appear to me that subject to 
sub-paragraphs (a) and (b) the thickness of 
the wall is determined by its degree of fire 
resistance, rather than that as laid down 
under the Third Schedule. 

My point in assuming this is that in all 
other references to party walls for small 
houses, By-law 44 is usually excluded, and 
I feel it was with the intention of meeting 
the cases of converting old houses that By- 
law 44 was introduced into the Model 
Clauses. I should be grateful for your advice 
on this. Cc, B. 

A.—By-law 44 mentioned in the question 
corresponds to Model By-law 45, and is in 
the following terms:‘ A wal] constructed for 
the separation of flats or maisonettes within 
a building (other than a load bearing wall 
to which the next succeeding by law relates) 
shall be incombustible throughout and have 
a fire resistance of—{a) one hour if the 
building is a domestic building intended to 
be used wholly or predominantly for human 
habitation and exceeds either 50 ft. in height 
or 2,500 sq. ft. on any one storey in floor 
area; (b) half an hour in any other case.’ 

These provisions are functional require- 
ments which must be complied with as a 
matter of law. The Third Schedule, para- 
graph 6, sets out one method of complying 
with the basic functional requirement. That 
is, a builder who adopts paragraph 6 will be 
deemed to satisfy the requirement of By-law 
44. It is open to him to adopt other methods 
if he chooses, but in that event there may 
be argument as to whether he has satisfied 
the requirement of By-law 44. 

As regards the latter part of the question, 
[ am of opinion that By-law 44 applies 
equally to new buildings and to conversions.

This is the effect of regula- 
tions (The National Insurance and Industrial 
Injuries (Collection of Contributions) 
Amendment Regulations, 1959, HMSO, 
price 3d.) made by Mr. John Boyd- 
Carpenter, Minister of Pensions and 
National Insurance, At present, a Class 1 
contribution is payable in these circum- 
stances if the employee gets any remunera- 
tion, holiday payments up to £1 being 
ignored. A Class 3 (non-employed) con- 
tribution normally has to be paid by the 
employee, if there is no liability for a Class 1 
contribution.

The Town and Country Planning 
(Mortgages, Rentcharges, etc.) 
Amendment Regulations, 1959 


THESE REGULATIONS (HMSO, price 34.), 
which have been issued by the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government, amend the 
Town and Country Planning (Mortgages, 
Rentcharges, etc.) Regulations, 1955, which 
deal with claims made under the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1954, in respect of 
certain interests in land including interests 
subject to the trusts of a settlement.

EXPENDITURE AT THE RADCLIFFE 
INFIRMARY 


HE Treasury have been assured that all 

future building work at the Radcliffe 
Infirmary, Oxford, will be undertaken in 
accordance with the normal procedure for 
hospital building schemes requiring the 
approval of the Ministry and, where neces- 
sary, the Treasury. This is stated in the 
Treasury’s reply to criticisms by the Com- 
mittee on Public Accounts about the finan- 
cial control of building projects at the Infir- 
mary, published as a White Paper on Feb- 
ruary 13. 

Estimates for a scheme for adaptations 
and new construction at the infirmary, 
originally expected to cost £434,390, went up 
to £1,400,000, and the Committee on Public 
Accounts said they were seriously concerned 
that the Board of Governors, under * extreme 
pressure by the university,’ should have been 
able to commit the Ministry of Health io 
considerable extra expenditure without prior 
approval. They said they hoped that future 
commitments on the project would be effec- 
tively supervised and that the Ministry's 
arrangements for financial control of large 
building projects should be reviewed to 
ensure that they were fully, informed of 
developments. 

Referring to the infirmary development 
scheme, the White Paper states: ‘ The excep- 
tional contractual arrangements which were 
made in order that work should progress 
quickly, made it difficult for the Ministry 
to exercise control once there had been a 
departure from the normal procedure.’ 

The White Paper says that for all future 
building work at the infirmary the Board of 
Governors would obtain competitive tenders 
and work would be authorised only when 
the Ministry of Health was satisfied by 
examination of the working drawings and 
bills of quantities that the work proposed 
was necessary and was designed and would 
be executed with proper economy. The 
Ministry world make it a condition of the 
start and continuance of any further work 
that quarterly returns of progress were made 
and that any proposed variations from or 
additions to the agreed plans were submitted 
to them for prior authority. 

The Treasury state they understood that 
the Ministry were informed of all tenders 
invited for larger hospital building projects 
and were consulted about any proposed 
variations from projects which they had 
approved and about any other factors likely 
to increase costs. They obtained from hos- 
pital boards quarterly returns of their expen- 
diture on building schemes, including indi- 
vidual returns for each of the larger schemes 
as a means of checking whether their 
instructions had been complied with. 


THE PRESTON BYPASS 


VER 70 Labour MPs tabled a motion on 

February 12 referring to the closure of 
the Preston bypass. The Prime Minister is 
urged to appoint an independent inquiry into 
all the circumstances relating to its planning, 
design, specification and construction ‘in 
view of confusion arising from allegations 
and denials that amendment by the Ministry 


of Transport and Civil Aviation of the speci- 
fication proposed by the Lancashire County 
Council was the cause of failure of the 
Motorway to withstand the weather experi- 
enced after its opening.’ 

Three Scottish Labour MPs tabled a 
motion urging the Government to extend 
immediately the provision of major public 
works in Scotland and in particular to name 
an early date for a start to the building of 
the proposed Tay Road Bridge. 


THE HOUSE PURCHASE AND 
HOUSING BILL 


ISCUSSING that part of the House 
Purchase and Housing Bill which 
amends the laws relating to existing improve- 
ment grants for dwellings, Mr. HENRY 
BROOKE, the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, said in the House of Com- 
mons on February 18 that the object of the 
clause setting out the conditions to be 
ovserved was to encourage and speed the 
giving of improvement grants. The House, 
sitting in committee, spent a third day on 
the Bill and concluded the committee stage. 
Mr. Brooke reminded MPs that when im- 
provement grants were enacted in the 1949 
legislation, the restrictions imposed by 
Parliament were found to be so severe that 
for some years very few improvement or 
conversion grants were applied for or made. 
The conditions were substantially loosened 
in the 1954 Act and from that time until 
now improvement and conversion grants 
had been made at the rate of between 30,000 
and 40,000 a year. 

Experience had shown that there were 
certain conditions in existing legislation 
which discouraged applicants for improve- 
ment grants. The Government, he said, 
were accordingly proposing that it should be 
possible for a man who had improved his 
house with the benefit of grant to sell after 
the expiry of three years, without the neces- 
sity of repayment of grant, if the house 
thereafter was no longer kept available for 
letting. 

There was also evidence that mortgagors 
had found it difficult to get building societies 
from whom they had received mortgage 
advances, to agree to their applying for im- 
provement grants. That was because, from 
the point of view of the mortgagee who had 
made the advance, any conditions attaching 
to the sale of the house thereafter were im- 
portant, The situation might arise where 
the morgagee, if the mortgagor fell down on 
his payments, was taking over a house the 
further disposal of which might be difficult 
because of these restrictive conditions. The 
Government had all this in mind and came 
to the conclusion three years was a reason- 
able limit. Five years was needlessly long. 

Mr. Brooke later went on to say: ‘One 
of the disappointing things about improve- 
ment grants so far is the slowness with which 
they have been taken up by landlords for 
the benefit of rented property.” Almost all 
the improvement grants applied for and 
taken up by house ‘owners, as distinct from 
local authorities, had been taken up for 
owner-occupied houses, he explained. This 
was a fact to which, in the Government's 
view, Parliament should properly pay atten- 
tion, because the improvement grant system 
should ideally operate just as much for the 
benefit of those living in rented houses as 
for those who were owner-occupiers.

Mr. Brooke added that he believed there 
would be a considerable increase in the 
number of grants. The Government were 
dead keen to make sure that houses were 
modernised. 

The clause was agreed to. 

In a brief debate on the clause providing 
for contributions to local authorities in 
respect of standard amenities provided by 
them, Mr. Brooke said that if there was a 
case where a room was unfit and was closed, 
nevertheless a grant could be made for the 
improvement of the rest of the house pro- 
vided that the rest of the house consisted 
of a dwelling by itself and was sufficiently 
large and could be made a satisfactory dwel- 
ling without using the closed part. 

He wanted to make sure that the Bill was 
administered reasonably. He did not want 
to deny local authorities grants that they 
might reasonably think they were qualified 
for. 

After further 
agreed to. 


LIBRARY BUILDING 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


: O meet the need for considerable 
improvement in public library pre- 
mises and for many new library buildings, a 
higher priority be given as soon as possible 
by the central government and library 
authorities to capital expenditure on pre- 
mises and equipment for public libraries.’ 

This is one of the recommendations in a 
report on public libraries presented to Par- 
liament as a White Paper on February 13. 
It is the report of a committee appointed in 
1957 as part of the review of areas and 
functions of local government. 

The report commented that most urban 
libraries were housed in buildings 50 or more 
years old, often inadequate and ill-suited for 
present-day meeds. County libraries had 
been hampered by recurring restrictions 
upon capital expenditure and there had been 
few periods since 1927 during which sub- 
stantial expenditure on library building has 
been undertaken. 

In 1938-39 capital expenditure of local 
authorities on public libraries and museums 
was £462,000 out of £150m., a mere .31 per 
cent but in 1955-56, the expenditure was 
£711,000 out of £541m. or .13 per cent, a 
much lower figure in real terms and a 
* pathetically small part’ of the total expendi- 
ture of local authorities. Since 1956 capital 
expenditure by local authorities on public 
libraries had been discouraged by the 
Government. Owing to post-war economic 
difficulties, expenditure on public library 
buildings and equipment had been regarded 
as of secondary importance. 

What capital expenditure had been pos- 
sible had usually been designed either to 
repair the most serious omissions in the ser- 
vice by providing branch libraries for larger 
housing estates or New Towns or to replace 
premises which could no longer be tolerated. 

The report continues: ‘Considerable sums 
of public money have, however, been spent 
during this period on university, school and 
technical college libraries, and we hope that 
times will soon be regarded as favourable 
for a significant advance in the improvement 
of existing public library buildings and in 
the provision of new libraries. More and 
better buildings for public libraries are

needed, and they will only be achieved if 
the central Government and the library 
authorities are prepared to give the necessary 
capital expenditure a much higher priority 
than it has so far received.’ 


EXEMPTION FOR LONDON 


When the Standing Committee considering 
the Factories Bill met again on February 12, 
Mr. REYNOLDS moved an amendment pro- 
viding that nothing in the clause dealing 
with prevention of fire or in the regulations 
made under the clause, should apply to any 
factory or part of a factory to which the 
provisions of the London Building Acts 
(Amendment) Act, 1939, applied, 

He said that under that Act the London 
County Council already had stringent con- 
trol over the erection or use of buildings 
for warehousing, manufaeturing or other 
trade purposes where the building was in 
excess of 250,000 cu. ft., or more than 80 ft. 
high. He was sure that Act had worked well 
in the London area. It includes control of 
materials used in construction and of in- 
ternal finishes. The facilities had to be 
approved by the county chief fire officer 
for fire fighting and fire prevention. 

The aim of the amendment was to allow 
the county council to use local Act powers, 
leaving the provisions of the Factories Bill 
to be used by the LCC in respect of build- 
ings which did not fall within the provisions 
of the local Act. The LCC was satisfied 
with the provisions of the local Act and 
those who had to work with the LCC in 
respect of these buildings had no objection 
to them. 

Mr. RicHARD Woop, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Labour, said the Minister 
and he agreed that what was done under the 
Bill should not conflict with what was done 
under the London local Act and other local 
Acts. He thought there were similar pro- 
visions in other local Acts and it would be 
difficult to deal with the London Act without 
dealing with the others as well. The regula- 
tions the Minister could make under the 
clause could be so made as not to apply to 
particular classes of factories. The Minister 
could therefore exempt the factories which 
Mr. Reynolds had in mind. 

He would give the assurance that any 
regulation under this clause would not con- 
flict with action taken under the London 
Act. He would also consider the best way 
of meeting the point raised. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

When asked how the Minister would pro- 
ceed to make the necessary regulations and 
with whom he would consult, Mr. Wood 
said it had been made clear that the job of 
framing the regulations would be very 
difficult because of the great variations 
between the size and kind of general features 
of different factories. The Ministry were 
not complacent and realized it was going 
to be difficult work. They had first to 
follow the recognized procedure for making 
special regulations. There was ample 
opportunity for making objections to the 
regulations which were made. Broadly, the 
Minister intended to consult with anyone 
whom he believed had valuable advice to 


offer. He clearly had in mind fire authori- 
ties, trade unions, employers, insurance 
companies, technical institutions, other 


Government Departments and makers of fire 
fighting equipment. Although the list was 


not intended to be exhaustive he hoped it 
showed that the Minister’s consultations 
would be real ones. 

The clause was agreed to. 


OTHER BUSINESS 


Link with Continental Grid 


Sir ALFRED Bossom asked the Paymaster 
General, on February 4, to what extent the 
question of a connection with the con- 
tinental electric grid had been discussed with 
local authorities of Kent; and how far the 
local authorities indicated satisfaction. 

Str IAN Horosin (Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Power) wrote in reply.— The 
local authorities of Kent were not consulted 
about the principle of a connection between 
the British and Continental grid systems or 
about the route chosen for the under-water 
cable which was dictated by technical and 
economic considerations. The siting of the 
works required on this side of the Channel, 
namely a sub-station and certain overhead 
transmission lines has, however, been the 
subject of two public inquiries at which the 
views of the Kent County Council, and of 
a number of borough, rural district and 
parish councils were fully deployed. The 
reports of the Inspectors who held these 
inquiries are now before the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government and the 
Minister of Power, who are considering 
whether or not to give consent to the con- 
struction of the proposed works. In these 
circumstances I would prefer not to attempt 
a summary of these views which could be 
regarded as misleading, but I would assure 
Sir Alfred Bossom that they will be fully 
taken into account by the two Ministers in 
arriving at their decision.’ 


Ordnance Survey Maps 


Sir ALFRED Bossom asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government whether 
he would give consideration to any restric- 
tions on land being printed on the Ordnance 
Survey maps to avoid the confusion that 
frequently occurred when purchasers of 
land subsequently found its proposed 
development was strictly limited, or even 
impossible, 

Mr. BEVINS, in a written reply on 
February 3, said.—‘ The Minister fears that 
this might do more harm than good because 
people might easily be misled by an 
Ofdnance Survey map which, in relation to 
planning, might be out of date. The only 
reliable way for a prospective purchaser of 
land to find out about restrictions on 
development is to ask the local planning 
authority.” 


Factories in Development Areas 


Mr. SyDNEY SILVERMAN asked the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade how many fac- 


‘tories the Government expected to have 


built in areas covered by the Distribution of 
Industries Act, 1958, by October 31, 1959. 

Mr. JOHN VAUGHAN-MorGAN, Minister of 
State, Board of Trade, wrote in reply on 
February 17: ‘ Between June 30 last, when 
the Distribution of Industry (Industrial 
Finance) Act, 1958, came into force, and 
October 31 next we expect to have com- 
pleted three factories and 11 extensions in 
those parts of the scheduled development 
areas to which that Act applies.’ 
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Aid for New Factories 


Mr. MICHAEL CLARK HUTCHISON asked 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer on Feb- 
ruary 12 whether he would make a statement 
about the possibility of restoring the facilities 
for provision of factories which were for- 
merly made available in certain areas 
through the development fund. 

Mr. Erro_t, Economic Secretary to the 
Treasury, wrote in reply: —‘ Up to last sum- 
mer, when provision for alternative forms of 
assistance was made by the Distribution of 
Industry (Industrial Finance) Act, 1958, the 
Development Fund was available to assist 
the building of factories for letting or sale 
in North-West Wales (including Anglesey), 
the Crofting Counties of Scotland, and the 
Buckie-Peterhead district. It has now been 
decided to restore these facilities to the areas 
named. The possibility of obtaining financial 
assistance under the Distribution of Industry 
(Industrial Finance) Act is still open to 
undertakings in these areas. The new 
arrangements will not in any way affect the 
role of the Development Fund in those areas 
where depopulation is the main problem.’ 


Cost of Underground Cables 


Sir ALFRED Bossom asked the Paymaster 
General, in view of his responsibilities con- 
cerning schemes for putting major electric 
cables underground, what was now the dif- 
ference in cost between putting them under- 
ground or c@rrying them on pylons across 
the countryside as was now the custom. 

Sir IAN Horosin, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Power, wrote in reply on Febru- 
ary 3: The comparison is: 275 kV standard 
super grid line: overhead line, £25,000 a 
mile; underground cable, £300,000-£400,000 
a mile. 132 kV standard grid line: over- 
head line, £10,000 a mile; underground 
cable, £50,000-£80,000 a mile. 

Costs vary according to the sizes of con- 
ductors and types of construction used. 
Underground cable laying costs are parti- 
cularly affected by different local conditions. 
In the case of the super-grid, where the cost 
shown is an _ estimate, undergrounding 


would also present serious technical diffi- 
culties. 


Tendering Procedure 


Str ALFRED Bossom asked the Minister 
of Works if he would recommend to all 
other Ministers whose Departments required 
buildings to be constructed for them in built- 
up areas of Great Britain, that they would 
gain substantially in price and also in time 
of construction, if they would require that, 
before inviting competitive tenders, every 
drawing needed to complete the work, 
including the full-size drawings, as well as 
complete specifications, also the complete 
bill of quantities, so that no prime cost sums 
were required, should be given to the con- 
tractors before submitting their estimates. 

Mr. HuGH MOLson, in a written reply on 
January 30, said——‘It is a part of the 
Government’s policy of fixed price tendering, 
which all departments have operated since 
April, 1957, that projects should be fully 
planned before tenders are invited and prime 
cost items reduced to a minimum. The 
undoubted benefits of this policy are well 
known to departments and to local autho- 
rities. I understand that the great majority

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departments, local authorities and the 
nationalised industries are of this character. 
I hope the advantages of this kind of 
tendering is becoming more generally recog- 
nised by private building owners.’ 


New London Tube 


Mr. Eric FLETCHER asked the Minister of 
Transport, on February 4, whether he 
would expedite the plans for the construc- 
tion of the proposed new Victoria tube to 
serve North London. 

Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON: This project 
raises difficult financial problems, and it has 
not been possible so far to find room for 
it within the British Transport Commission’s 
total capital expenditure. I recognise, how- 
ever, that it would make a valuable contri- 
bution to London travel, and intend to keep 
it under review with the Commission. He 
added that it would cost £55m. to construct 
and lose £3m. a year. 

When Mr. E. Davies said that the cost 
of building would be recouped in a few 
years in the form of savings caused by 
avoiding the delays which now caused so 
much loss, the MINISTER said the question to 
be decided, and upon which he wished to 
take the advice of the London Travel Com- 
mittee, was whether the £55m. would pay 
a better dividend were it spent on off-street 
parking or some other project. 


Farm Buildings Survey 


MR. FREDERICK WILLEY asked the Minister 
of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food, as repre- 
senting the Lord President of the Council, 
what progress the Farm Buildings Research 
Committee had made; and when it would 
make recommendations. 

Mr. JoHN Hare wrote in reply on Feb- 
tuary 12:— ‘ As I explained in the reply I 
gave on November 20, 1958, the Committee 
ig engaged on its essential preliminary tasks. 
That of collating all the relevant informa- 
tion of research carried out both in this 
country and abroad is almost complete. The 
survey of farm buildings is proceeding 
according to plan and the whole country 
should be covered in two years.’ 


New Town, Aden 


Mr. SORENSEN asked the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies on February 12 when it was 
anticipated that operations would begin for 
the projected new town in the Aden Protec- 
torate; and to what extent the Protectorate 
rulers would be co-operating in its imple- 
mentation. 

Mr. Amery, Under-Secretary, Colonial 
Office: —* The new Federal Government will 
shortly start to build its administrative head- 
quarters. The initiative in this lies with the 
Federal Government, though it can of 
course rely on the help and advice of the 
Governor of Aden Protectorate.’ 


Building for the Services 


The Defence White Paper, Progress of the 
Five-Year Defence Plan, published on Feb- 
ruary 10, stated that good progress was being 
made with the improvement of the living 
conditions of the forces at home and over- 
seas. The building programme for the Ser- 
vices in the United Kingdom, estimated to 
cost about £90m. over five years, was now 
well under way. 

A large number of new building projects 
and improvements were going ahead for all 


three Services. More than 1,000 houses for 
married men had been completed during the 
past 12 months and it was planned to start 
on a further 4,000 during the coming year. 

Overseas the construction of modern bar- 
racks and houses was continuing. Work 
would start this year on new accommoda- 
tion for the Army in Kenya and Aden, 
including new schools. In addition, about 
£1m. would be spent during the coming year 
on improving accommodation and amenities 
in Cyprus. 


Permits for Building 

Sir ALFRED Bossom asked the Minister of 
Works if he would investigate the present 
system of granting the many permits 
required for all building work, and ensure 
that all permits were handled at one time 
through the co-operation of all the different 
authorities concerned, so as to save time 
and money in the completion of all new 
buildings. 

Mr. Brooke, Minister of Housing and 
Local Government, who answered in a 
written reply on February 2 said: ‘ The pre- 
sent system has been thoroughly examined 
on a number of occasions to see if it could 
be simplified in the way suggested. The diffi- 
culty is that different permits are required 
for different purposes; developers may want 
them at different times, and some are 
required for certain types of building only. 
I do not think that it would be practicable 
to amalgamate them in the manner sug- 
gested, or that in the majority of cases this 
would make for greater convenience.’ 


Bridges over Railways 


Mr. Strauss asked the Minister of Trans- 
port on February 2, whether he would now 
make a statement about the relief the 
Government proposed to give to the British 
Transport Commission for their inherited 
liability for road bridges over railways, and 
level crossings. 

Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON wrote in reply: 
—* The views put to me by the British Trans- 
port Commission on this subject have been 
carefully considered. To change the present 
arrangements will, however, require legisla- 
tion. Meanwhile the Government propose 
as an interim measure to_make a payment 
of £1m. for the second half of 1958 and £2m. 
in 1959 as a contribution towards the Com- 
mission’s expenditure on these liabilities. 
Parliamentary authority for the payment of 
£1m. this financial year is being sought by 
supplementary estimate.’ 


Scottish Projects Approved 


Mrs. JEAN MANN asked the Secretary of 
State for Scotland, on February 3, what 
survey he had made, or what instructions 
he had given, regarding plans that would 
help to relieve unemployment in Scotland, 
particularly with respect to expansion of 
works by local authorities or nationalised 
industries. 

Mr. Mactay: I have been in touch with 
local authorities and other public bodies in 
Scotland with a view to bringing forward 
to this year capital projects which under 
previous plans would not have started till 
later, As a result I have so far approved pro- 
jects estimated to cost about £6.5m. Work 
has started on some and will start on 
others as soon as possible.’ 
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Marlborough House 


THE PRIME MINISTER announced on Feb 
ruary 17 that the Queen had graciously 
offered to place Marlborough House at the 
disposal of the Government for use as the 
Commonwealth centre in London. He said 
that no major structural alterations would 
be needed. Some adjustment and modernisa- 
tion would, however, be required to adapt 
the building to its new purpose, and new 
furnishings and equipment would need to be 
installed. This must take some time to com- 
plete. 

It is understood that work may not be 
completed for about two years and it is 
roughly estimated that about £200,000 
might have to be spent. The cost and main- 
tenance of Marlborough House will be 
borne on the Votes of the Ministry of 
Works. 


Atomic Power Stations 


Mr. NaBaRRO asked the Paymaster- 
General on February 16 how many atomic 
power stations were now under construction 
and where; how many more were planned 
for commencement before 1965 and where. 

Sir IAN Horosin, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Power: ‘It is not expected that 
the nuclear power programme up till the end 
of 1966 will require more than 12-14 sta- 
tions. Four of these are under construction 
at Bradwell, Berkeley and Hinkley Point in 
England and at Hunterston in Scotland. Con- 
sent has been given for a further station at 
Trawsfynydd in Merioneth and applications 
for consent to build stations at Dungeness 
in Kent and Sizewell in Suffolk have been 
submitted to the Minister of Power. The 
electricity authorities are looking for further 
sites for stations in the current programme, 
and I cannot say how many additional sites 
may be required before the end of 1965 for 
stations due to commission after 1966.’ 


Soil Corrosion Research 


Mr. Ropert Jenkins asked the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of Works, 
on February 3, what progress had been 
made in predicting whether the soil at any 
proposed building site was likely to be un- 
duly corrosive to buried metal and pipe 
work; and what station of the Department 
of Scientific and Industrial Research was pre- 
pared to give advice on this matter. 

Mr. HARMAR NiCHOLLS.— Considerable 
progress has been made. Prediction is not 
a simple matter because it involves bac 
terial examination as well as chemical 
analysis of soils, and requires a _ close 
acquaintance with the influence of bacteria 
on the corrosion of metals. The National 
Chemical Laboratory can provide such a 
service. For example it has made a soil 
examination recently for the UK Atomic 
Energy Authority at their Winfrith Heath 
site, in Dorset.’ 

When Mr. Jenkins asked if it was becom- 
ing customary for this advice to be sought, 
Mr. NICHOLLS replied-— Yes it is, but at 
the moment people seek advice after they 
have found corrosion has taken place. We 
hope people on important projects will 
realise this information is there before they 
insert pipes into the ground. This informa- 
tion can be given beforehand in assisting 
them as to the type of metal they should 
be using,

AUSTRALIA.—The New South Wales 
Electricity Commission chairman, Mr. 
Conde, announced recently that £1.5m. will 
be spent on the initial construction of the 
Lake Macquaria (Vales Point) Power 
Station, New South Wales, in 1959. When 
complete the station will have cost £60m. 
and have a generating capacity of one mil- 
lion kilowatts. The initial plant will be 
operating in 5 years... . The New South 
Wales Electricity Commission also 
announced recently details of a £20m. power 
line construction programme to meet the 
State’s expanding need for power. New 
sub-stations at Awaba and Ourimbah and the 
enlargement of the Springhill sub-station 
will increase the supply of power to New- 
castle, the Brisbane Water County Council 
and Port Kembla. New sub-stations are also 
to be constructed at Narromine, Coonamble 
and Nyngan to increase supplies to those 
towns. Walgett will come into the Commis- 
sion’s network for the first time with the 
construction of a 110-mile transmission 
line from Narrabri. . Queensland 
Railways are to build a 884-ft. long 
10-span bridge over the Pioneer River 
at Mirani, at a cost of £301,000 to replace 
the bridge destroyed in the 1956 and 
1958 floods....A_ bridge to connect 
Chevron Island with the mainland will in- 
clude the largest prestressed span in 
Queensland. This will be 527 ft. long with 
a 24-ft. roadway and one six-ft. footwalk. . .. 
Wangaratta Shire Council are to construct 
a bridge over Yeates Creek 15 miles south of 
Bowen on the main road to Mackay, on 
behalf of the Department of Main Roads. 
The bridge will be of steel and concrete with 
five 45-ft. spans. Work is to start almost 
immediately. ... . The Commonwealth 
Parliament’s Public Works Committee has 
approved designs for a central mail-handling 
exchange at Cleveland-street, Redfern. 
Estimated cost of the building is £4,170,000. 
Demolition and construction will take about 
44 years... . Original Sub-Dividers Pty. 
Ltd. and Sharp’s Land Development Cor- 
poration Pty. Ltd., affiliated companies, have 
bought 429 acres near the proposed site of 
Melbourne’s new jet airport for a £15m. 
development scheme, which would include 
a civic centre, swimming pool, velodrome 
and 1,141 houses.... The Prudential 
Assurance Co. Lid. will erect a 14-storey 
office building on the south-east corner of 
Queen-street and Bourke-street, at an esti- 
mated cost of £im. . . . Consolidated Zinc 
Pty. Ltd. is to erect a 20-storey office build- 
ing at a cost of £2m. at 95 Collins-street, 
Melbourne. The Royal Automobile Club 
of Victoria is to construct a £1%m. com- 
bined club and office building on the north- 
west corner of Queen-street and Little 
Collins-street. Colonial Mutual Life Assur- 
ance Society propose to construct a 17-storey 
190-ft. high office building on the north-west 
corner of Collins-street and Elizabeth-street, 
at an estimated cost of £3m. . . . Work is 
to begin some time this year on a £2.5m. 
American-style regional shopping centre 
being established by Myer Emporium Ltd. 
on a 30-acre site at the corner of Dandenong 


and Chadstone roads, East Malvern, 
Victoria. The centre, which will include a 
Myers department store and shops for 
leasing is expected to be completed by 
October, 1960. .. . Hooker-Rex Co. Ltd. 
has been selected by the Queensland 
Government to develop South Stradbroke 
Island as a tourist resort. Plans include a 
hotel to international standards, concrete 
bridges to the mainland via Crab Island, 
caravan parks, motels, and boat harbours. 
The company intends to spend £3m. in the 
next five years... . The Gold Coast Town 
Council has approved a £2m. land develop- 
ment scheme for a working man’s suburb 
comprising 600 allotments on 106 acres at 
Southport, Queensland. The scheme is being 
promoted by Factors Ltd. Tenders have 
been called for roads and drainage... . 
The National Capital Development Commis- 
sion has approved in general plans for a 
£2.5m, extension which would add 400 beds 
to Canberra Community Hospital. Work is 
expected to start early in 1959, 
CANADA.—Plans for construction of 
sawmill, plywood and board plans, at 
Squamish, British Columbia, will cost more 
than $3m., it was disclosed by Empire Mills 
Ltd.... Alaska-Yukon Refineries and Dis- 
tributors Ltd., with headquarters at Edmon- 
ton, Alberta, is to establish a $1m. refining 
unit at Haines Junction in the Yukon terri- 
tory. Engineering design and construction 
will be carried out by The Fluor Corporation 
of Canada Ltd., Toronto, Ontario. ...Con- 
struction of a $2m. plant for Kelly Douglas 
Co., Ltd., at the Lake City Industrial Park 
in Burnaby, has been announced. The 
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general contractors are Industrial Lease- 
holds Construction Ltd. 

KENYA: Contractors are to be asked to 
tender for the completion of a £14m. African 
housing scheme at Ofafa, Nairobi, for the 
City Council, reports Barclays Bank DCO. 
Terms will be similar to those supplied on 
Kenya's £4m, road project—payment of 6 
per cent interest at six monthly intervals 
with capital repayment deferred for at least 
four years. . . . The contract for a new 
£500,000 office block in Nairobi for the Shell 
Company of East Africa, Ltd., and its asso- 
ciates, was signed in January. It is expected 
to be completed in the second half of 1960. 

NIGERIA: The Ministry of Works of the 
Northern Region Government of Nigeria 
has entrusted to Costain (West Africa) the 
construction of a new road, including three 
bridges, between Kariya and Bunga _in 
Bauchi province, Northern Nigeria. Value of 
the contract is about £200,000 and work on 
the project is expected to start in March. .. . 
Costain-Blankevoort Dredging Co., have 
received a contract valued at more than 
£500,000 for dredging the Bonny Bar, off 
the approach channel to Port Harcourt. The 
work is being carried out for Shell-BP. 
Nigeria. 

PERSIAN GULF.—The Kuwait Develop- 
ment Board recently appointed the Ameri- 
can firm of Messrs. Amman and Witney as 
consultants for the proposed £10m. town 
sewerage and sewage disposal scheme. Con- 
sultants have been appointed for the pro 
posed Glass A international airport and 
calls for tender have been issued for the con- 
struction of the Kuwait/Basra highway. 

SOUTH AUSTRALIA: Contracts to con- 
struct two 130 ft. mobile research towers for 
the Woomera rocket range in South Australia 
have been received by the British engineering 
firm of Strahan and Henshaw, of Bristol. 
The firm has secured a contract worth £1m. 
to erect two towers at Woomera and two in 
England. They will take about 12 months 
to make. 

USSR.—Nearly 43,500 miles of new high- 
ways are to be built in the Soviet Union in 
the next seven years. New arterial roads 
will link Moscow with Stalingrad, Gorky and 
Kuibyshev, three cities on the Volga, and 
with Kiev and Riga. The longest of them 
will be the 620-mile Moscow-Stalingrad 
road. Other motor roads are planned 
between Kuibyshev and Chelyabinsk and 
between Sverdlovsk to link with the 
Volga region with the Urals. Republican, 
regional and local roads are to be built in 
the east of the country, in Kazakhstan, 
Kirghizia and Uzbekistan and in those areas 
of the Russian Federation where virgin land 
is being put into cultivation.

MIDDLE EAST MARKETS 
Prospects for British Industry 


SPEAKING AT the dinner of the Association 
of Consulting Engineers held on February 16 
Mr. J. K. VAUGHAN-MorGan, MP, Minister 
of State, Board of Trade, said: * Last year 
I was rash enough to speak to you on pros- 
pects for British industry in the Middle East. 
Wisely I referred to those markets as being 
still fraught with difficulties. As they have 
proved, these difficulties have affected no 
industry of ours more than the constructional 
industry. But the fact remains that despite 
all the turbulence and turmoil the Middle 
East continues to grow each year in import- 
ance as a market for this country. 

‘The greatest obstacle in the way is the 
lack of capital for development. There is 
not enough money, and I do not suppose 
there ever will be. But I suggest that it is 
important that British firms seeking work 
overseas should be thoroughly familiar with 
and understand the various sources both 
national and international from which deve- 
lopment capital can be obtained. 

‘I note with pleasure that the amount of 
work for which British consulting engineers 
are responsible, currently amounts to £550 m. 
Last year it was £506 m. and I congratulate 
you that in a difficult year marked by reces- 
sion, you have been able to go forward.”

fne development of nuclear 
energy for generating electricity 
is still front-page news. Less 
publicised, though no less out- 
standing, are new developments 
in “‘ conventional” generating 
plant.
